Newkirk was killed by a bullet which : - a sa 
struck him. nearly in the middle of +the 
forehead. 

Twenty-eight years ago Newkirk shot 
and killed a neighbor. the bullet entering 
his victim’s head at precisely the same 
point. This nelehhor was Robert Muir. a 
farmer. Had Newkirk been assassinated 
@ Gay later he would have died on the an- 
niversary of that event. 

Robert Muir. a son of the man who was 
killed by Newkirk, ts now constable of Salt 
River Township, tn which Mexico is _lo- 
cated.

Watchmcn James Sanford thus describes 
the killing of Constable Muir's father and 
the trouble which led up to it: 

“Just 28 years ago, lacking one day, 
Lafe Newkirk shot and killed the present 


constable’s father. 


“I was working on the road a few miles 
south of the city with them a year before 
that when the quarrel began. Morgan 
Green of Auxvasse came along with sonie 
mules’ to sell. He first offered them to 
Muir and then to Newkirk. The latter 
made Green an offer, and this offended 
Muir, who accused Newkirk of interfering 
with his business. They passed the lle. 

‘Muir drew a pistol and fired at New- 
kirk, missing him. The weapon was taken 
away from uir, and for a year there was 
no further trouble between the two. 

“Then, on: Aug., 28, 1873, the two men tnet 
again on the roa. Newkirk was hauling 
a load in his wagon. It seems that some- 
thing went wrong with his harness and 
he stopped in the middle of the road to fix 
it. Muir drove up from behind. Muir 
asked Newkirk why he stopped in the 
road. ‘You can drive around, said New- 
kirk. The quarrel grew hot and both men 
drew ‘their weapons. 

“Newkirk was the quicker. He _ shot 
Muir threw the forehead, drove home, 
mounted a horse and came to town and 
surrendered.

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept 7.—This city had 
a@ remarkable assembly for ornithvlogists 
today, but there were no ornithloogists 
who saw it. A carload of birds came to 
the city by freight about 9:30. Although 
the car was chock full, there were only 
fifteen birds.

Dr. Garstang at once communicated 
with Dr. W. B. Craig, veterinarian, Both 
leaped into their buggies and hurried tv 
the Massachusetts avenue station, to 
which point the car contained the os- 
triches was taken from Brightwood, Dr. 
Craig was accompanied by Maurice 
Lynch, his driver, wherein he was lucky, 
as Maurice is a wrestler and boxer of no 
little consequence. 
When the doctors entered the car they 
found it full of the ostriches, whose long 
necks were as high as the roof and as low 
as the floor. Dr. Craig. who is almost as 
big as an ostrich himself, faced the largest 
group, containing nine. A big black ostrich 
darted out its head and tried to seize the 
doctor’s Scottish Rite pin. Another clever- 
ly pulled off a suspender buckle from an in- 
quiring laborer who had intruded into the 
car. He fled. The injured ostrich was bleed- 
ing from a large wound In its neck. A large 
crowd of men, women and boys gathered. 
Dr. Craig understood at a glance what 
was to be done. The wound must be treated 
with antiseptics and sewed up.

DINOSAURS ° ABOUNDS 


ARE IN GREAT PROFUSION IN 
UTAH, 


ARE PLENTY AS BEEF BONES 


The Spot Will Be a Veritable Treasure 
Valley for the Scientists When 
They Find It. 


DENVER, Colo., Sept. 7.—‘There has 
been much discussion in the public prints 
of late concerning the dinosaur, occasioned, 
no doubt, by _the scientists’ convention,” 
said A. I.. Hitehcock, “and from what has 
been sald on the subject the locally unin- 
formed might readily infer that the fos- 
silized relics of these ancient animals are 
of rare occurence in these parts. Such, 
however, is not the case. In eastern Utah, 


whence I have but recently returned, the 
remains of these antediluvian bebasts are 
as numerous as beef bones about a fertil- 
lizer factory. 

“In piaces the ground is fairly covered 
with these prehistoric remains, and when 
the scientists finally find it out the locali- 
ty will prove a veritable treasure valley. 
[It would set the visiting scientusts wiid to 
Stumble onto such a mine, but I think 
the thing should be kept quiet and the field 
reserved for our own relic hunters. So 
far, none of the eastern fellows have found 
the dinosaur depository, with the exception 
of one representative of Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, who had it tipped off to 
him by a friend of mine, and he went into 
raptures over it. 

“Some of these bones are buried in the/ 
soft earth, others are Imbedded in the 
sandstone. For the most art they are 
to be found in the jurassic formation. 
Many are covered with crystals. From 
one sandstone ledge I found a huge dine- 
saur leg boldly protruding. I dug it out 
and presented it to the Colorado college at 
Colorado Springs, where it now may Le 
seen. 

“From the dimensions of some of these 
bones, osteopologists cauculate that some 
of these specimens had an entire length 
of 9 feet. Oh, the dinosaur must have 
been a dainty beast, and it’s a pity 
Roosevelt wasn’t around in those days to 
bag a few of ‘em,’’ added Mr. Hitchcock, 
who is a good Republican. 

Mr. Hitchcock says the locality he has 
lately visited is rich in many forms of 
fossils, as well as being replete with rel- 
‘es of the stone at and he expresses the 
opinion that it will not long remain un- 
discovered of the archaeologist and an- 
thropologist.

The Tract Must Be Irrigated and a 
Problem Will Be Presented as to 
the Best Way to Dispose 
of It. 


BILLINGS, Mont., Sept. 7.—The proposal 
to open a large part of the Crow Indian 
reservation to settlement has brought 
about an active discussion as to the merits 
of the plan adopted with the opening of 
the Kiowa reservation in Indian Territory. 
A treaty has been made with the Crow In- 
dians whereby they agree to sell 1,150,000 
acres of their land to the United States et 
$l an acre. This would still leave each in- 
dian in the tribe more than 1000 acres of 
land, and while Congress refused to act on 
the bill ratifying this treaty at the last 


session of Congress, there is little doubt 
that it will become a law during the com- 
ing year. 
he land which it is préposed to open for 
settlement is more valuable in many re- 
4 aes than that of the Kiowa reserve, 
although upon none of it can crops, other 
than hay, be grown successfully without 
irrigation. The soil is very rich and Is cov- 
ered with a heavy sod, making it fine stock 
range. The country is well watered and 
has long been considered desirable by cat- 
tle and sheep men as a feeding ground. 
The original Crow reservation included a 
large amount of land which is now thickly 
settled by prosperous farmers, and stock- 
men and homeseekers have viewed with 
envious eyes the magnificent domain ocecu- 
ied by the Indians who do not use half of 

t for grazing their stock or for their lim- 
ited farming operations. 

If this land is thrown open to settlement 
there will be a tremendous rush of people 
to take advantage of the opportunity to se- 
cure homes, and the department of the 
interior will face the same situation pre- 
sented in Oklahoma a few weeks ago. he 
drawing on the Kiowa reserve was ac- 
complished without disturbance and prob- 
ably with a minimum of resulting contests, 
but it is seriously questioned by many 
whether Congress did not violate thereby 
the real spirit which has animated this 
government in the past in disposing of the 
public domain. It is held by some that 
when public land ceases to be such in the 
sense that it is worth more than the fixcd 
prices charged for such and it should be 
sold by the government at auction to the 
highest bidder. If a postoffice site, for in- 
stance, is abandoned the government does 
not open that site for public entry, but dis- 
poses of it at public sale. Upon no ound 
can it be argued that those who fil their 
homestead hts adjacent to town sites 
in Oklahoma had any other idea than that 
of speculation in so doing. It is believed 
that it would have been a revelation as to 
the comparative value of the different 160 
acre farms in the Kiowa reservation had 
these farms been put up at auction. It is 
even hinted that it would haye been ex- 
tremely difficult to have found bidders at 
any price for some of the land, even allow- 
ing that the terms were such as not to 
preclude settlement by those who had no 

y money. 

More than 167,000 Boorse filed applications 
for homesteads in Oklahoma. A very large 
percentage of these were actuated entirely 
by the spirit of the gambler, and after they 
found that they drew none of the capital 
ae aid no further attention to the priv- 
lege they were accorded, even though they 
came within the 13.000 who could secure 
land upon that reservation. Another ques- 
tion which arises now is as to the char- 
acter of those who were fortunate In draw 
ing desirable lots, whether or no’ they 
were the kind of people the gover: @1t is 
desirous of giving its farm land to. 

The problem presented is an extremely 
difficult one to hand'‘e, for never before in 
the history of the country were there so 
many people desirous of securing home- 
steads upon the public domain, considering 
the amount of that doman which is really 
available for settlement. The opening of 
the Crow reservation will present many 
similar features to the Kiowa opening. New 
towns will be created, thousands of people 
will come into the country and the entire 
region will experience an awakening which 
will result in adding very greatly to the 
wealth of the state of Montana. It is often 
asked why it is there is such a rush for 
government land. This cannot be explained 
entirely upon a practical basis. It is an 
established fact that it costs an average of 

0 an acre to put a western irrigated farm 
at a productive stage and the men who 
make the improvements pass over in their 
reed ws from the east to the west many 
undreds of miles of excellent farming land 
which can be bought for less money, in- 
cluding the improvements upon them. In 
the first place there seems to be an impres- 
sion that government land can be tten 
cheaper than any other land and that to 
get something from the government under 
all circumetances is better than to get it 
from private individuals. There is a real 
tangible interest, however, in the feeling 
of security which the settler has in know- 
ing that he is dealing: directly with the 

vernment, that the government is behind 

im, supporting and defending him and 
his rights. 

There seems no other way than that of 
chance to prevent the rush to new land 
such as took plece in the Cherokee Strip, 
the echoes of which _ still reverberate 
through the offices of the land department 
at Washington. Hundreds of land contests 
in the Cherokee Strip are still undecided, 
owing to conflicting affidavits and testi- 
mony, and in some of these cases the con- 
fusion of ownership arising from the stam- 
pede is so great as to preclude any set- 
lement ever being reached. 

For this reason it is doubtful whether or 
not the interior department would ever 
consent or countenance another free-for- 
all race for public lands which have been 
increased in value by being withheld from 
settlement. Some scheme will have to be 
devised to make an orderly procedure and 
if no better one presents itself before the 
Crow reservation is opened doubtless the 
same plan wil! be followed as prevatied re- 
cently in Oklahema. In the case of the 
Crow reservation there will be an addi- 
tional element of discord, for while the land 
without water is worth only a few cents 
an acre for grazing pu s it is worth 
from $20 to $56 an acre when supplied with 
sufficdent water for irrigation. The rush 
for water rights on the streams which flow 
through this land will be even greater than 
for the land iteelf and some method of 
equitable distribution will have to be in- 
corporated in the measure throwing the 
land open to homesteaders. It is now ac. 
knowledged by all irrigation experts that 
the title to water should go with the land 
and not consider as separate and 
alienable property. Hence it may be possi- 
ble to reserve the water from sooners apd

Having received a _ well-meant rebuke 
from her mother, the girl swallowed car- 
bolic acid and died soon after.

Both parents are known to fairly idolize 
their chfidren, and for this reason sym- 
pathy ‘n their bereavement is expressed 
everywhere. 

Contrary to the wishes of her mother, the 
young girl, who but recently recovered 
from a severe attack of scarlet fever, this 
afternoon borrowed a bicycle from a girl 
friend, and, accompanied by another, rode 
out to Duck creek, four miles away. On 
the refurn trip she punctured her tire and 
was compelled to walk most of the dis- 
tance. 

The afternoon being very warm she was 
tired when she reached home, and told her 
mother of the mishap. This called forth 
the reproach, and the girl immediately re- 

ired to her bedroom, whence she again

FOR TWO YEARS A PET OF NEW 
ORLEANS. 


The Business of Catching and Selling 
These Monsters for Showmen and 
Zoo Gardens Is One That 
Pays Well. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 7.—Boxing and 
shipping a 450-pound alligator is not such 
an easy task as many people imagine, and 
especially when the saurian is a little over 
12 feet in length, a fraction over two feet 
in width, and with a head two feet and a 
half in length and a pair of jaws large 
enough to swallow a good-sized calf. This 
task was not only undertaken, but was suc- 
cessfully accomplished by six strong men 
who have had very limited experience in 
boxing and preparing a monster of that 
size for shipment. 

The alligator in question is the famous 
“Cleopatra,’’ which was caged up in a box 
of but one foot longer and wider than 
herself, for the past two years in a store 
down in Chartres street. ‘‘Cleopatra’’ will 
not be seen in New Orleans again unless 
she happens to be filling an engagement 
with a circus or a dime museum, for she 
is now on her way to Toronto, Canada, 
where she will be put on exhibition at the 
big ‘exposition which will be held there 
shortly. ‘Cleopatra’ will undoubtedly be 
the largest of her kind on exhibition at 


the Toronto fair; a handsome profit will 
probably be derived from her, for her new 
owners would not buy her and have her 
shipped these many miles if he did not 
think there was money in it for him. 

“Cleopatra’’ was born in the famous 
Bayou Teche, where so many of her kind 
have been captured. Her captors were 
skilled men-in their line, but nevertheless 
htey experienced more trouble with her 
than with any of her kind before. She put 
up a good fight for several nours, and final- 
ly, when she-became exhausted, she sub- 
mitted to having a muzzle put over her 
head and allowing her captors to_box her 
up to be shipped to New Orleans. While in 
the city ‘“‘Cleopatra’’ was looked upon and 
photographed more than any other local 
monster. 

When “Cleopatra” was purchased by the 
Chartres street dealer she measured about 
eleven feet and weighed in the neighbor- 
hood of 350 pounds. She gained 100 pounds 
and grew a little over one root during her 
stay here. It is very propable that she 
would not have gained that many pounds 
had she been left to herseif.in the bayou, 
as her owners fed her well and regularly, 
never missing one meal. As ‘Cleopatra 
became accustomed to her surroundings 
she became familiar with her keeper, and 
she knew just when he was coming to 
bring her daily meal. According to the 
keeper’s statement she knew his steps from 
the many hundreds who visited the place 
just to get a glimpse of her, and she would 
raise herself on her feet and make a loud 
hissing noise which meant that hse wee 
glad of his presence when it was mea 
time. Of. course “Cleopatra would hiss 
when she was angry, too, but she was 
seldom in that mood. She would only be- 
come hissingly angry when some mischiev- 
ous verson would tease and torment her 
by throwing peanut shells at her or throw- 
ing sticks through the opening of her cage. 

“Cleopatra’’ seemed to have had a —e 
cial liking for her Keeper, as he was ai- 
lowed by her to pet her and even g0 as 
far as'to open her mouth and pass. his 
hand over her .teeth. One day Cleo- 
satra’’ was no way in a playful 1004, and 
i keeper nearly lost one of his hands. 
He related the story to a number of friends 
and said he evidently did not pet her in 
the proper way, as it was the first time 
she had been violent. After this little inci- 
dent ‘“‘Cleopatra’’ was never again petted. 

“Cleopatra” behaved very nicely while she 
was being prepared to take her long jour- 
ney. She made little or no resistance. 
First she was muzzled with a very heavy 
rope. This operation took about fifteen 
minutes. Then she was taken out of her 
home. never to .return again. While she 
hissed a little and,swung her tail in every 
direction, she did no damage nor any harm 
to the men who were engaged in preparing 
her for her journey. Two or three times 
the men at work about her came within an 
ace of getting in reach of her tail, which 
she swung around rapidly and with great 
force, but they had heard so much about 
the strength of an alligator’s tail that they 
took every precaution not to ‘t within 
reach of it. If anyone had gotten in her 
way it is very likely he would now be oc- 
cupying a cot in one of the wards of the 
Charity Hospital nursing a pair of broken 
lexs or arms. 

The Chartres street firm is now having 
its alligator catchers watch a big’ fellow 
around North Shore. The catchers would 
have made the monster a prisoner a week 
ago, oe to the recent high water 
they thought it advisable not to disturb 
heir prey for another month at least. 

Litle trouble is experienced in dispos- 
ing of these monsters. The larger ones aro 
sold to showmen and the zoo gardens, and 
many of them are shipped to different parts 
of Europe. A large number were shipped to 
Hagenbach's circus, which is now playing 
in: Berlin. Of course those that were sent 
to Berlin are not of ‘“‘Cleopatra’s”’ size. 
They ranged from two to five feet in 
length. 

“Cleopatra”’’ was named last year by a 
northern girl who was here during the car- 
nival season. On seeing the monster she 
asked the owner if it had been named, and 
on being answered in the negative she ex- 
pressed the desire to name the ‘gator ‘‘Cle- 
opatra."’ No objections were raised by the 
owner, and: since that day the former resi 
dent of Bayou Teche has been called “‘Cle- 
opatra.”’

Revolution Feared Unde 
Present Administration. 


DISCONTENT EVERYWHER., 


THE PEOPLE APATHETIC AN) 
LONG SUFFERING. 


They Have Become Discontente 
Through a Season of Commercial 
Depression, Followed by In- 
creased Taxes, 


PERNAMBUCO, Sept. 7.—Telegrams fron 
Rio Janeiro for the last few days indicat 
that the Brazilian Government is in a crii 
ical state. Impartial observers have bee} 
expecting this, though the crisis has pe! 
haps come tae than most people antic! 
pated. There widespread disconten 
everywhere, but the people are apathetk 
and long suffering, and are accustomed t 
endure much before showing opposition. 

That the state of affairs may be morn 


accurate! nderstood it will be necessar, 
to give a Summary of the situation for th. 
iaSt three Or tuvuur years. The fr iorians 
reixoto administration, which was in pow 
er during the naval revoit of ls¥s- 9, iet 
the finances of the country in an extreme.., 
disorganized condition. li is not even ye, 
known how much was expended in tna. 
period, and in ail prooability it will neve. 
pe Krown,. The next administration—that vu. 
President Prudente de Moraes—was hones. 
and well meaning, but was not stron, 
enough to dominate the situation. Expen 
ditures were kept up to meet the demand: 
of the ‘“Fiorianistas’’ (ihe followers o1 
Floriano Peixoto), and the treasury was: 
heavily burdened by the debts and con 
tracts inherited from the preceding admin 
istration. Toward the close of tne latte: 
auministraiion an arrangement was mad: 
with the representatives of the Brazilian 
foreign debt in London for the suspension 
of cash interest payments on the foreign 
deb&, including interest guarantees on sey- 
eral raliroads ouiit and operaced by foreign 
companies, for a period of three years. This 
plan went into effect in July, 1898, unde: 
ihe present administration. The interes: 
thus affected was to be funded in a new loan 
secured by the revenues of the Rio Janeiro 
custom house. 


The Campos 
Salies Rule. 

T Campos Salles administration took 
office on Nov. 15, 1888. It found the pubic 
service better organized and a betier stand 
ard of morality prevaied in O.ijiCc:@i Cl.C.cs 
ihan had existed under Fior.ano Peixoto, 
but the country was burdened with dew, 
and an enormvus amount of paper money 
Was in circuialuon. 

Under the funding loan agreement the 
Brazilian government agreed to withdraw 
an amount of currency equivalent to tne 
amount of bonds issued in pajymeut of! 
ini.rest and also to eifect eco.om.es in 
expenditures. The new President isade a 
formal promise to do this, and his minister 
of finance, Dr. Joaquin Murtinho, was 
known to be an ardent advocate ot such a 
policy. Unfortunateiy, however, tne gvuv- 
ernment has been unable to maxe an, 
real eccnomies in expenditures, for every 
reduction. has been suppiemented by a new 
or incr<@sed expendiiure in some oinher 
direction. The minister was therefore 
compeiled arbitrarily to reduce the races 
of interest on certain nat.onal] loans, by 
which large savings were made; to in- 
Crease taxation and to compel creuitors 
to make large abatements on their ciaims 
against the treasury. Even judginenis 
awarded by the courts were subjected to 
these abatements. 

As the country has been suffering from a 
protracted commercial and industrial cri-is, 
these additional burdens have naturaily 
created much discontent, and especia.ly so 
through the operation of the consumption 
taxes imposed upon many articles of lige 
production as well as upon the same urti- 
cles imported from abroad. Lack vf employ- 
ment, greatly restricted trade, bus‘ness e:n- 
barrassments and the increased cost of ilv- 
ing, all of which are largely due to the 
present situation, have tended to create 
discontent and make the Campos3-Sa!les 
government unpopular, though it began 
with the support of the whole country. 


Riots in 
the Capital. 

The présent crisis has been precipitated, 
however, by events of secondary impuri- 
ance. A few weeks ago there were riots 
in Rio Janeiro over an attempt of a tram- 
vay company to make a slight increase in 
fares. Under the orders of the minister of 
justice and the interior and his subordinate, 
the chief of police, the police fired upen 
the people and killed severa! of them, must 
of those shot being spectators. The riors 
continued, however, to the surprise of 
everybody, and the company was compelled 
to restore the old fares. 

An effort made by the same ministry co 
secure new regulations for the government 
of the higber schools alsy proved unpopu- 
lar, and enlisted the students in the ranks 
of the opposition. And, in addition to this. 
the disclosure a few days ago of serious 
scandals in the connection with the supply 
to the national capital of fresh peef, which. 
though a municipal service, falls under the 
supervision of this game minister, has 
aroused opposition to the government to 
fever heat. It was proved that bad meat 
had been sold to the public, and that the 
municipal and sanitary officers charged 
with the service of inspection had accepted 
bribes to pass the meat. 

The news from Rio Janeiro to the effect 
that the minister of justive and the inte- 
rior, the chief of police, the municipal med- 
ical inspector and the director of the medi- 
cal school have ali resigned shows that the 
opposition has won a decided victory. The 
statement is made that the minister of 
finance will resign on Sept. 2, and there is 
much reason to believe that the President 
has at:last been compelled to listen to the 
protests of the public against methods 
which have served to intensify the suffer-

Miller have placed a quarter of a 
million dormant buds on the market, claim- 
ing that they make just as good trees.

Symptoms of peritonitis or blood poisoning 
which they so much dread, have appeared, 
medical experience with similar wounds 
causes much anxiety, and the physicians 
shake their heads gloomily when they 
speak of the future.

try up with false hopes. 

Inflammation is what they fear, and at

passing through the abdominal cav.ty and 
ceeere ting both walls of the stomach 
proper it lodged in the fleshy muscles of 
the hack, and if necessity required it could 
be easily located with the Roentgen ray and 
exitracied. 

They agree that it is now-.of more im- 
portance that the President should recov- 
er from the shock of the operation than 
that the bullet should be removed.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Dr. Robert Rey- 
burn, who attained national reputation as 
one of the surg-ons who attended President 
Garfield, and who Is regarded as an author- 
ity on gunshot wounds, tonight discussed 
President McKinley's case and made a 
comparison with the case of President Gar- 
field. Dr. Reyburn said: 

“The treatment employed by the attending 
surgeons is correct. It is very wise to check 
the possibility of a hemorrhage of the stom- 
ach by closing up the punctures in the front 
and back walls of that organ. 

“The surgeons in closing these two punc- 
tures of the stomach obviated danger from 
an internal hemorrhage. Had they been left 
open blood would have flowed into the stom- 
ach and blood poisoniug would surely have 
followed. The patient might have bled to 


death. Having closed up these wounds, the 
treatment is griatiy simplified, and the re- 
moval of the bullet is not absolutely essen- 
tial at this time. 

“It is now essential that inflammation 
shall be kept down. The methods of treat-

McKinley remains in his present favor- 
able condition until Sunday noon, his 
physicians will begin to have definite 
hopes of his recovery.

They are watching for the first sign of 
the appearance of the dreadful symp- 
toms of blood poisoning.

Mrs. McKinley is causing the physi- 
cians as great anxiety, as her husband.

Mr. Root and the 
other four members of the Cabinet who 
came here this afternoon showed very 
plainly that theirs was a double anxiety 
—personal and also political. They share 
the common feeling, they have the ad- 
ditional burden of the peril of-a warm 
and close personal friend. 

And then there is the keen political 
anxiety. They could hope for nothing 
ftom Mr. Roosevelt should he succeed 
to\ the Presidency. They and he stand 
for different interests, different ideas, 
and as it never crossed their minds as 
a serious thought that Mr. Roosevelt 
was a possible President, they have 
never been tactful or conciliatory with 
him. 

But there never was an occasion in 
which sincerity in gtief and anxiety 
showed more plainly than this one. It 


is a wonderful tribute to Mr. McKin- 
ley’s. personal charm that men so cal- 
culating, so selfishly ambitious as some 
of these men are should so obviously 
so unmistakably show that it is love and 
friendship that stand first in their 
thoughts now.

BLAMES NO ONE FOR TRAGEDY 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 7.—Senator Mark 
A. Hanna, after spending 15 minutes with 
Dr. Rixey early this evening, gave to a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent a thorough re- 
view of President McKinley's case. 

Senator Hanna said: 

“T have just had a 15-minute talk with 


Dr. Rixey, in which I have thoroughly gone 
over the entire situation. I wanted to know 
just exactly how matters stood. Dr. Rixey, 
you know, has been the President's physi- 
cian for the last three years. He knows the 
Presicent thoroughly. Mr. McKinley's spl-n- 
did constitution gives him the chances of 
aman 20 years younger than he is. His 
blood is in good condition, and his heart ac- 
tion is all right.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The minor offi- 
clals and politicians now in the city are 
practically agreed in the belfef that Vice- 
President Roosevelt will, under no circum- 
stances, assume the discharge of executive 
functions during the protracted Iiliness of 
Mr. McKinley. Such a possibility has not 
been considered here. Such a course is en- 
tirely without precedent in national his- 
tory.

RUFFALO, Sept. 7.—The names of the man who shot the President is Leon 
Frans Czolgosz, pronownced “*Zolgoss.’”’ 

He ts 5 feet 8% inches tall, weight 150 pounds, stands erect, and his figure is 
well made. | 

His head is rather attractive, round and large at the apex, tapering down to 
@ narrow, high forehead, whieh gives to his face a look of unusual intelligence. 

His eyes of steel gray, rather sharp and well shaped. His nose is prominent 
and tapers to a point. 

His mouth is well curved and lends a pleasant look to the whole features, 
When he smiles he shows teeth which, though good, have not been cared for. 
The weakest part of his face is his chin. There is no breadth to the sweep of 
his jaw from the ear to.the chin point. 

© jaw bones are not prominent and trend of the jaw is weak and recéding, 
the chin narrows to a point. 

The eyes of Czolgosz do not show any Signs of insanity. He looks at one 
steadily and intelligently. Czolgosz speaks with a slight suggestion of accent 
that is slightly noticeable when he attempts to pronounce “r’’ and ‘‘g’’. He gives 
a softness to both letters. 

His voice is low and not unpleasant.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 7.—The only re- 
gret I have Js that I did not kill him dead 
in his tracks.

Was His Religion. 

Rev. Benedict Rosinski, pastor of St. 
Stanislaus Church, stated_that he knew 
the man. He said that Cfoigosz had ad- 
mitted that he was an anarchist. 


“About four years ago,’’ said Rev. Ro- 
sinski, ‘I asked Czolgosz for a contribution 
for the church. He surprised me vety 
much by refusing to give it. I asked him 
why he would not contribute and he said 
that he was an anarchist. I always sup- 
posed that he was a Catholic, and that was 
why I approached him on the subject of 
cantributions. He told me that he had no 
religion and that he did not wish to help 
churches. He said that anarchy was his 
religion. .I tried to argue with him and 
drive the anarchistic ideas out of his head, 
but it was to no purpose. I believe that 
he was mentally unbalanced, because he 
acted and talked so strangly to me."’ 

It has been learned that Czolgosz 
longed to an organization known as 
Sila Socialist Club. Three years ago 
club disbanded, and he left it to join 
other. 

“Czolgosz made no secret of the fact that 
he was an anarchist,”’ said Anton Zwo- 
linsk! of 201 Broadway Saturday. 

‘Hie was always talking about it, and 
trying to force anarchistic principles on ev- 
ery one with whom he talked. 

‘He was a gréat coward, however. and 
Iam surprised that he had the nerve to do 
as he did. It' would not surprise me to 
learn that he is merely the tool of some 
other persons. When the Sila Club broke 
up, Czo!gosz joined another one the name 
of which I have forgotten.” 


Many Persons , 
Knew Czolgosz. : 

Foreman Frank Dalzer of the galvanizing 
department of the consolidated mill of the 
latter company said: 

“I knew Czolgosz very well. His father,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The secret serv- 
ice headquarters is gradually bringing to- 
gether every avallable bit of information 
which will show the antecedents of the as- 
sassin of President McKinley at Buffalo 
and will establish whether or not he is a 
member of any anarchistic group. 

The Information already in hand war- 


rants the positive statement that he is not 
connected, with the anarchistic organiza- 
tlon at Paterson, N. A search of the 
criminal records of the secret service fails 
to d.sclose anything concerning Czolgosz, 
and he does not appear to have been among 
any of the desperate cranks who have vis- 
ited Washington from time to time and 
have been spotted by the government offi- 
cers. 

He is referred to in the advices forwarded 
to the headquarters here as fairly well 
dressed, of apparent inteilgence and some- 
what pleasing looking under normal condi- 
tions. There is said to be nothing avout 
him to indicate that he was a criminal. 

But the manner in which he fired his re- 
volver through a handkerchief attracted the 
attention of the officers, as dicative of 
unusual crimina: shrewdness. 

The secret service men are well versed 
in the ruses resorted to by assassins, but 
the device of the handkerchief appears to 
be altogether novel, and of a characier to 
baffic detection. A dispatch has been re- 
ceived stating that r. Cortelyou, the 
President's secretary, witnessed the en- 
tire affair, and completely exoneraies the 
secret service agents from any biame,. 

The men in Buffalo. are keeping in close 
touch with the headquarters here and hav- 
ing done all that was possible to appre- 
hend the assassin, are now turning their 
attention to such care and proteciion as 
may be thrown around the President dur- 
ing the present hours of great popular 
agitation. One dispatch received at head- 
ye gee here today states that the Presi- 

ent was resting easily and that the 
chances were six in ten in favor of his re-

The above letter was turned over to the 
C'eveland police this afternoon. The po- 
lice are working hard to gain some infor- 
mation regarding the family and associ- 
ates of Leon Czolgosz, who shot President 
McKinley. 

The lice have interrogated the secre- 
tary of the Knights of the Golden Eagles, 
but will not divulge what information they 
gained.

BORN IN MICHIGAN, 
CITY OF ALPENA. 


ALPENA, Mich., Sept. 7.—Leon Czo!gosz 
was.born in this city about 1881. The family 
left nine years ago and it is supposed they 
went to Cleveland. His brother Frank now 
lives at Metz, Presque Isle County, 25 miles 
from here, and his uncle and brother John 
are located at Posen, Mich. There were 
eight sons and one daughter in the family. 
The elder Czolgosz was born in Providence, 
Posen County. Brumbure. and came to 
Alpena from there about 30 years ago. The 
father and elder sons were quiet, p: aceab.e 
citizens, with no known anarchistic ten- 
dencies and were well thought of by the 
police people here. Leon was a smal! boy 
when he left here and at that time was 
apparently no different from other boys of 
his age. One of the sons married a woman 
by the name of Neiman. 
Several years ago Czolgosz was employed 
in a Newburg mill. Among his  fellow- 
workmen there he was known as Fred Nie- 
man. He is a member of Forest City Cas- 
tle Lodge No. 22 of the Golden Bagles. His 
former associates in thg’mill describe hm 
as a German-Pole of about 26 years of ag6, 
5 feet 7 inches in height, with light com- 
lexion and brown hair. They say that 
e was a queer acting man, but was known 
to have a most violent temper. It is said 
that the assassin ts a strong infidel and so- 
cialist. He was last seen around New- 
burg during the past spring. At that time 
he was living on a farm with his faiher 
near Warrensville, O. 
John Ginder, an employe of the Newbur 
wire mill where Czolgosz formerly worked, 
and who is also a member of the Golden 
Eagle lodge, received a letter from the as- 
sassin in July last, dated at West Seneca, 
. ¥. He sent money for lodge dues and 
stated that he was working there and 
would probably remain in the place for 
some time. It is gaid th's letter was writ- 
ten in red ink. he police will probably 
get possession of the communication toe 
day. 


“IT WAS MY PLAN: 
IT WAS MY CRIME,” 
CRIES THE ASSASSIN. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 7.—Walter Nowak, a 
New York cigar maker, formerly of Cleve- 
land, was taken into the room where As- 
sassin Czolgosz was being examined today. 
After glancing at the prisoner he said 
he knew him in Clevelani two vears ago. 
At that time Nowak was 4S reporter on a 
foreign newspaper anl in common with 
him and a member of his countrymen 
formed an organizatiy that later deve:oped 
ito a socialist cluo, and he (Nowak) with- 
drew from it. He state3 that ho remembets 
some of the radical resolutions adopted 
by the club and breught to hit for use 
in his paper. ‘ie had always found it 
necessary to alter them materially to make 
them proper material for publication. He 
said that Czolgosz was without sufficient 
intelligence to organize such @ crime a3 
the prisoner had been guilty of. 

Nowak said after coring from the room 
where the conference was held, that 
Czolgosz advanced toward him with ex- 
ae egg at the prisoner disdain- 
fully and refused to accept tne proitered 
hand, saying: “Scourdrel. Why did you 
commit this terrible crime? Who originated 
this devilish plot? It was not you, 

“I did,” replied Czolgusz. “I did, I orig- 
inated the plan. It was my pian. it was 
my crime.”’ 


MRS. EMMA PARSONS 
WILL PUBLICLY 
DENOUNCE ANARCHY.

ROUND-UP OF ANARCHISTS 
MADE BY THE SECRET SERVICE

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Chief Wilkie of 
the secret service will not get to Washing- 
ton until tomorrow afternoon. However, 
he has telegraphed instructions ahead and 
the secret service dragnet has been put out. 
Every anarchist between Chicago and Mo- 
bile will be rounded up in the attempt io- 
discover whether Czolgosz has any accom- 
plices or is the member of any of the 
groups of Reds that have their headquar- 


ters in the various cities. 

Informaily, it has been decided here and 
at Buffalo, where most of the members 
of the cabinet are, that the Reds of the 
country must be placed under a closer 
watch. It is not expected to arrest them 
or to imprison them, but the policy already 
tentatively formed is to scatter them and 
keep them moving so they will have no 
chance to plot mischief. t ig the inten- 
tion to ask for enough money to increase 
the secret service so men can be put in 
every center of population where anarchists 
areand keep the closest watch on them. The 
policy will be to disperse the gathering 
by pushing the members of groups or cir- 
cles along. There will be a constant move- 
ment. Anarchists will be forced out of 
their places of abode by methods that se- 
cret service men know how to apply and 
the constant effort of the secret service 
will be to keep them from concentrating 
anywhere. 

he secret service officials now think 
that Czolgosz acted freely on his own re- 
sponsibility and that he was not assisted 
by any anarchistic organization. The in- 
uiries being made are ‘largely directed 
rom Buffalo. Detective Ireland; chief of 
the secret service division with headquar- 
ters at Buffalo, was near the President 
when the shot was fired, but the secret 
service men were ordered to Buffalo. The 
og ogy! of disturbance was believed 

o He in Cleveland rather than in Buffalo. 
Several detectives had already been or- 
dered to Cleveland to watch over the Pres- 
ident during his attendance upon the 
Grand Army encampment. The presence 
of many foreigners, and those suspected of 
anarchistic tendencies, led to the taking 
of uhusual precautions. If there is a group 
to which Czolgosz belonged, the secret 
service intends to fnd it. 

he President has always rotested 
against being surrounded by detectives and 
has remonstrated against secret. service 
men being employed to guard him. In many 
cases he has been guarded without his 
knowledge. Much regret is exprespes by. 
the officials here that the efforts of those 
with the President were not able to prevent 
the shooting. In speaking on this point 
omer Acting Chief Moran said: 

“The shooting of the President was evi- 

dently the act of an individual, and so far 
there does not seem to have been any 
conspiracy. bg officials at Buffajo who 
were with thé President when he was shot 
say that Czolgosz carried his right hand 
against his breast, as though it had been 
injure’. His hand was carefully wrapped 
and there was nothing suspicious about 
the man. The ruse of a wrapped hand was 
never used before. Had the assassin re- 
sorted to any of the old-time dodges he 
would have n pounced upon in a min- 
ute.”’ 
The officials here are in possession of 
positive information to prove that Czolgosz 
was not a member of an anarchistic or- 
ganization at Paterson, N. J. A search 
of the secret service criminal records fail 
to show anything to identify the assassin 
with those who have been designated as 
cranks or dangerous characters. 

It is shown by the records of the pen- 
sion bureau that Jacob F. Czolgosz was 
drawing a pension of $30 per month, It 
was allowed on account of a wound re- 
ceived in the + es hand and arm through 
the explosion of a shell at Sandy Hook in 
1899. he papers show that Czolgosz enlist- 
ed from 1 Hosmer street, Cleveland, O., 
Sept. 15, 1898. His connection with the as- 
sassin, if any, has not been established. 


CLEVELAND POLICE 
BELIEVE THERE WAS 
NO PLOT TO KILL.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 7.—The Cleveland po- 
lice are working hard to gain some informa- 
tion regarding the family and associates of 
Leon Czolgosz, who shot President McKin- 


ley. 

it is their bellef now that there was no 
plot formulated for the murder of the Pres- 
ident, but that Czolgosz acted entirely on 
his own respunsibuily. it is the beiief of 
the police that the would-be assassin made 
up his mind to do the shooting when he 
was in Buffalo. 

The police have interrogated the secretary 
of the Knights of the Golden Eagle, to 
which Czoigusz belonged, but will net. di- 
vulge what information they gained. 

Prominent members of the Golden Eagle 
organization declare that it is purely an 
insurance institution and that its members 
in general have no sympethy with anar- 
chists or their principles. e officers of the 
iodge were closeted with the police authori- 
ties today and at the conclusion of the in- 
terview the police said they do not believe 
that the members of the organization are 
in any way connected with the attempt on 
President McKinley's life. 

“It is my opinion,” said Chief Corner, 
“that the shooting of the chief executive 
is not the result of a plot. I believe that 
Czolgosz went to Buffalo on a different er- 
rand and while there decided to shoot the 
President. There was no piot hatched in 
this city to kill McKinley, to my way orf 
thinking. Czolgosz, as we have learned, 
is about 26 years old. He was a member 
of a beneficial association known as the 
Knights of the Golden Eagle. For the last 
two or three poese Czolgosz resided out- 
side the city limits. He was sickly. Ai 
one time he worked in the mills at New- 
burg and he was below the average 45 
far as intelligence is concerned. When ar- 
rested a card or letter was found on him 
written by the secretary of the order tc 
which he belonged.

RULER YOU SELECT.” 
SAID CZOLGOSZ.

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Czolgosz was in this 
city a short time ago with Emma Goldman, 
in whose teachings he professes belief. That 
he made an impression. upon the Chicago 
group is known from the fact that break- 
fast was arranged for him on the morning 


of July 12. He was to be questioned closely 
and a decision was to be made as to wheth- 
er he was a spy or an anarchist. Where 
this breakfast was to be given is a secret. 
Those invited to the breakfast gathered, 
but Czolgosz did not appear. 

From tnuat time on, Chicago anarchists did 
not see him. This tended to stTengthen the 
suspicion that he was a spy. Cco.gasz had 
been an inveterate reader of ‘“‘red’’ liter- 
ature.. When in Chicago he declared that 
he had had a surfeit of reading. 

“I have had enough books,”’ he sald, ‘“‘tell- 

ing of what others have been doing.’”’ He 
ate at a lunchroom in Halstead street, and 
frequently talked of injustice to the masses 
of th poopie. He disappeared the day Em- 
ma dman left the city. 
Abe Isaak, Sr., was among the men cap- 
tured fn raids by the police today, He oc- 
cupied a cottage at 415 Carroll avenue, and 
is editor of Free Society. He came here last 
January from Portland, Ore., where he 
conducted a sheet cailed the Firebrand. He 
was prosecuted by the Federal authorities 
for llegal use of mails and moved to San 
Francisco. He has been nine years in Amer- 
ica and ig a Russian Pole. Upon estahblish- 
ing Free Society here he jumped into lead- 
ership among the radical local Reds. He 
entertained kKmma.Goldman when she was 
here in July. . 

The prophetess of anarchy was far from 
bloodthirsty in her Chicago speeches. Po- 
licemen present assert that she said noth- 
ing that could be called a threat. against 
the President. Following her about at the 
time was a man believed to be the assas- 
sin. Isaak says he was known both as Nie- 
mann and Czolgosz. 

“W denounced him fn the Issue of Sept. 
1 of Free Society, as a spy on anarch- 
ists," Isaak said. “He was a follower of 
Emma Goldman's lectures. He was here 
when she lectured last July. I believe that 
she was here about July Well, this 
man introduced mself to us, came to 
Emman Goldman after her lecture to the 
anarchists ahout July 12 and asked her 
if she would not teach him more and if 
she could not help him join the secret s0- 
cietles of anarchists where the plots to do 
violence and exterminate rulers are 
hatched. She was too busy and put him 
off. The next day, early in the morning, 
when I went to the depot to see Emma 
Goldman leave Chicago, he was at the sta- 
tion talking to her. She introduced me to 
him and told him to see me concerning 
more of our principles. He said that he 
came from Cleveland; that he was poor 
and had no money. 1 talked to him, but 
suspected he was a spy. He wore good 
clothes and yet said he was penniless. 

Sixteen-year-old Marie Isaak said: ‘*The 
man who shot the President came to my 
father’s office several weeks ago and tried 
to get acquainted, but father thought he 
was a spy or a detective, and so was 
turned aside. Whether he suéceeded in 

etting Into the society the next day or so 

don’t know, for I went away from the 
city then. What the man or the man’s er- 
rand was I do not know, but it had some- 
thing to do with the work of t order."’ 

By others the assassin is reported as say- 
ing: “l want to kill. I have been on the 
outside long enough. I hear anarg@histic 
talk. I hear theory. I hear whag o f° 
be done. But I know that th is a tir- 
cle where there is more than talk. I know 
this circle is represented in every large city 
in the world. I am anxious to take part in 
the real work of the order, and have always 
suffered rebuffs at Cleveland.

WILL AND HABITS 
OF THE PRESIDENT 
FAVOR RECOVERY. 


The following interview was given out 
last night by Walter B. Stevens, secretary 
of the St. Louls World's Fair Association. 
For the past 17 years Mr. Stevens has been 
engaged in newspaper work in Washington. 


During the official life of President Mce- 
Kin.ey, both during his term as the nation’s 
chief executive and during his service in 
Congress, Mr. Stevens saw much of him, 
perhaps more than any man save, possibly, 
the immediate memoers.of Mr. Mcxiniey s 
official familly. 

Mr. Stevens discusses the possibilities of 
Mr. McKinley's recovery from the stand- 
point of his personal knowledge of his hab- 
its and his disposition. Mr. Stevens says: 

All of the percen.age of favor for the pa- 
tient with such wounds is with the President. If 
50 out of 100 persons sustaining such injuries re 
cover, then the President bas the full 50 chances 
out of 100. He has an even opportunity. If 75 
out of 100 cases of the kind recover, then it may 
be said that the President's prospects are asa three 
to one tn favor of living. By this it is meant to 
Say that Mr. McKliualey is such a patient that he 
can respond in the fullest possible measure to al] 
that science can do for the person under such con- 
ditions. 

The President {s not an athlete; 
sportsman. Hie does not 
marked physical activity in any direction. Modora- 
tion in exercise is cuaracteristic of him. He man- 
ages to spend some time daily in the open air, 
eicher driving or walking, but his walks have not 
been loug or wearying, and his drives have been 
taken with chief regard to Mrs. McKinley’s com- 
wat ~~ ae — to his own.

Probably 
not one man in twenty—perhaps not one in fifty 
—would have escaped peumvunia as the Presideut 
did last winter. Probably four out of five men 
who had gone through what the President had in 
the way of work and strain. would bave suc- 
cumbed to the disease and would not bave re- 
covered,

lete and does not train in any way to mainta po 
bis pbys.cal condit.on, be is neverthel.ss pre- 
pared at all times with strength and rvi:a:ity to 
respond to any extraordinary call. Because of 
this good general and continuous physical con- 
dition, Mr. McKinley will now be abie to sup- 
plement, so far as cap be done physicaliy, the 
efforts of the surgeons.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 7.—Former Gov.

The Dill provided 
or the arrest, trial, exclusion and deporta- 
tion of alien anarchists and was read Aug. 
15, 1894. ‘It passed the Senate the following 
day. It was presented to the House Aug. 
16 and referred to the judiciary commit- 
tee. It received the opposition of two or 
three representatives, the objection being, 
if I recollect rightly, that it was too broad 
and might easily include innocent men. 
I purposel incorporated a habeas cor- 

us provision, which got over any such 
ifficulty. ! 

“Owing to the objection the bill went over 
and ™§ngress adjourned Aug. 26, without 
anything being done. At such a late stage 
of the session unanimous consent could not 
be obtained.”’

COLOMBIA IS 


ACCEPTS FRIENDLY MEDIATION 
OF UNITED STATES. 


IMPERILED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The Colombian 
legation has just received the following 
ecablegram: 

“WILLEMSTAD, Curacoa, Sept. 7.—Ven- 
ezuelian ficet is bombarding Riohacha.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The Colombian 
legation tonight received the following tele- 
gram from the acting governor of Panama: 

“We are expecting simultaneous attacks 
on Panama and Colon.’’ 

it is explained.at the legation that it is 
feared the Equgdorean expedition, alded by 
Nicaraguans, wiil attack Panama whiie 
Venezuela assai.s Colon. 

The legation also received a dispatch from 
the secretary of state at Bogota saying 
that Colombia accepts the friendly media- 
tion of the United States. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Senor Arturo de 
Brigard, cunsul-general of Colombia in this 
city, was advised from Paris today that 
the Colombian government has just pur- 
chased 35,000 Mauser rifles and 5,000,000 car- 
tridges. 

This is the largest purchase of war ma- 
terial by a South American republic in 
several years. and has caused the impres- 
sion that Colompia, the Tribune will Say 
tomorrow, is preparing for a war with her 
enemies, Venezueia and Kcuador. 


; WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Dr. Beccerra at 
. present is at Willemstad, near the scene 
of operations, looking after the interesis 
of his government. The bombardment is re- 
g4ri'ai by the Colombian authorities as an 
uni*istakable and open act of war. Ru.o 
Hacha is on the north coast of Colombia, 
& short distance from the Venezuelan bor- 
der, and is so located -as to command the 

ninsula west of the Gulf of Maracaibo. 

ver.ignty over the peninsula has long 
been in question, but the Queen Regent oi 
spain awarded it to Colombia as a result 
Of an arbitration three years ago, and this 
has been accepted by both countries. 

The information reaching the Colombian 
legation shows that the Venezuélan fleet 
expected to make a juncture at Rio Hacha 
with a considerable force of Colombia reb- 
els. But this force was dispersed and the 
town was stronely garrisoned by govern- 
ment troops. When the Venezuelan ships 
arrived ai ihe port they failed to make the 
meacotes juncture and instead found the 
Colombian troops in possession. Th'‘s. it is 
asserted, has brought on the bombardment 
now reported. It is said that the place is 
ehiefly important as a basis of operations, 
the important cities of Santa Marta and 
Barranquilla being a short distance further

A BUFFALO REPORTER 
WHO SAW THE SHOOTING 
DESCRIBES IT WELL. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 7.—A newspaper re 

porter who stood just behind the President 
when the shooting occurred has given one 
of the clearest accounts related so far. He 
says: 
“I stood about ten feet from the Presi- 
dent and saw Czolgosz approach. The lat- 
ter had his right nind diawn up close to 
his breast, and a white linen handae chief 
wrapped around it bore the appearance of 
a bandage. .He extended his lefi hand and 
l am quite sure the President thought he 
was injured, fo. he leaned forward and 
looked at him in a sympachetic way. When 
directly tn front of the President Czolgosz 
threw his right hand forward and fired. I 
saw the flash and smoke tollowed Oy @ 
report and then heard the second sno‘. 

Instantly John Parker, a. colored man, 
and Secret Agent Foster were upon Czol- 
gosz and bore him to the floor. Czolgosz, 
lying prostrate, still retained a hold on his 
revolver, and seemed to be trying to get his 
arm free to fire again. 

“The President did not fall. He raised his 
right hand and felt of his breast and seem d 
to be maintaining his upright position only 
by a wonderful exort. 1 am sure he did 
not speak at that moment. He gazed fixediy 
at his assailant, a look Wnich I cannot de- 
scribe, but which I shall never forget, and 
in @ moment fr:eled back into the arms of 
Secretary Cortelyou. 

“Czolgose's revolver had by that time 
heen *.nocKxed from his hand and some one 
had picked up the ,burning handkerchief 
which lay at his feet. Czolgosz was picked 
un. foreed back and again knocked down 
Mr. Cortelyou and Mr. Milburn sunnorted 
the President and led him to a chair. I 
heard him ask that the news be kept from 
his wife, and a moment later, when Secre- 
tarv Cortelyou asked him if he felt much 
pain. he sa‘d: 

“ "This wound hurts very much.’ 

‘Tie seemed to be fairly easy as he rest- 
ed in the chair and some of the fad ng 
color came back to his face. He reached 
his right hand inside of his shirt and when 
he withdrew it his fingers were tipped with 
blood. He paled again at the sight of the 
blood and I th nk he fainted. Senor Azpi- 
roz, the Mexican minister, broke through 
the crowd and rushing up to the Presi- 
dent, cried: 

soe God, Mr. President, are you shot?’ 

“The minister seemed about to throw 
himself at the feet of the President. but 
was restrained. The President’ answer 
came very siowly, and in a haiting, sub- 
dued voice he said: 

* ‘Yes: I believe I am.’ 

“The President was attracted by the 
seuffie of the officers who were dragging 
the would-be murderer away, but he did 
not 8 k. His head rested on the arm of 
Mr. ilburn and he seemed ony partly 
conscious. His courage was superb, and 
while he was conscious he was master of 
the pain which he suffered. When the 
ambu'ance came and a £=<stretcher was 
brought in he started forward and partly 
regained his /feet unassisted. I heard not 
a word from the assailant of the Presi- 
dent. He was struck down the moment 
he fired the second shot and if he did 
speak it probably was an exclamation at 
the very rough treatment he was receiving.

“The ‘carriages which brought the mem- 
bers of the cabinet and other visitors 
were halted at the ropes. Outside the en- 
closure a pall seemed to hang over the 
city. notwithstanding the fact that the ex- 
position was open.

A representative of the Sunday Post-D!s- 
patch interviewed yesterday Mr. David P. 
Leahy, real estate officer of the Lincoln 
Trust Co., asking whether it was true 
that the people who were erecting so-called 
“shacks"’ In Tuxedo were doing so because 
of the fact that the property had been 
sold free of restrictions.

RACE PROGRESS TO BE SHOWN 


JEFFERSON MAY BE TYPIFIED AS 
PUBLIC SCHOOL’S FATHER. 


Virginia Society Suggested the Idea 
and the Worid’s Fair Officers Have 
Given Time and Encourageé- 
ment to the Plan. 


The joint committee on state and terri- 
torial exhibits and legislation of the

He says the Fair is a tribute to Jeffer- 
son, above all other Americans, and asks 
the co-operation of the faculty of Virgin- 
a's University in paying homage to his 
memory.

He says the negro desires that his status.

tected at every point. When in full para- 

hernalia of battle his resemblance to a

He wears a helmet, with ear and nose 
pieces, that bears a striking resemblance 
to the head armor of the early Normans. 
He has heavy leather shoulder pleces. His 
wrist and half his hand is incased in a 
leather mit. He has a nard ieather pro- 
tection for one or both Knees, so constructed 
that’ free play is allowed his leg in run- 
ning. He has a sort of greave for his shins 
and his feet are mailed. 

His legs, from his hips to his knees, are

CHANGES IN THE RUGBY RULES 


WHILE NOT RADICAL 


SHOULD MAKE GAME SPEEDIER 


New Penalty for Delaying Game More Than Two Minut ne 
—What Local Elevens Are Doing--How Ri 
They Will Line Up, 


Changes in the Rugby football rules for 
the season of 1901 are for the most part un- 
important. With one exception they merely 
define more clearly rules and terms that 
have been formerly in vogue. For the: past 
three years the game, when properly con- 
ducted, has been satisfactory. It has been 
found that the existing rules, when prop- 
erly enforced, are fair. 

The change in the rules which will most 
interest local players is that modifying 
Section BE, Rule 12 of the Guide, and is 
designed to prevent undue delay of the 
game. 

Delay has been the bane of all local con- 
tests. The march of a team down the field 
in past years has resembled more the trans- 
fer of a hospital than the progress of a 
football contest. At every other play a m4n 
would be stretched out, ostensibly because 
he was injured, but really to recover 
breath. 

Lax training methods allowed men to go 
on the field who were in no condition to 
play. Naturally they took advantage of 
whatever privileges the rules allowed them. 


Last year's rules were so designed that it 
was thought no team could delay a game 
longer than two minutes. As a matter of 
fact, it was found by experience that four 
minutes could be taken up, with only a 
simulated injury as a cause. 

Under the old rules two minutes were 
allowed an injured player. That section 
still stands and there seems no way of 
preventing teqms from taking advantage 
of it by a pretense of injuries to men. 
Last season, however, after the two min- 
utes were up, the captains would still fur- 
ther ~— + ty into action on the ground 
that the rules declared the referee could 
not declare the .game forfeited until a 
second two minutes had elapsed. This 
gave them practically four minutes. 

The nuisance became too pronounced and 
901 revised the 
clause which now: bears the addendum: 
“Any further delay (after the two min- 
utes), shall be penalized under Rule 27 (e), 
28 (c)."’ This means that for all delay after 
the time allowed a loss of five yards will 
be charged against the offending team, 
while the referee's power to forfeit the 
game at the end of an additional two min- 
utes’ delay, is In no wise impaired. 

The change should prove benficial, locally, 
and if referees will insist upon exercising 
their functions, and refuse absolutely, a 
discusston with team captains or members, 
much more satisfactory progress will be 
made than has heretof been the case. 

The remaining changes Barcel affect the 
play at all, and are to mere 
—— in reading for the benefit of offi- 
clals 

A change in rule 4 in reference to a safe- 
ty affects the ecoring Indirectly, but as it 
applies to a remote contingency its value 
is not likely to be often tested. 

The alteration is in section D and fur- 
ther defines a safety as having been made 
when the ball, kicked a man behind his 
own ~~ line, crosses the extension of the 
side line behind the goal line. Under the 
old rules a kick of this kind would re- 

sult in the opponents es possession of 
the ball in touch, and at the resumption 
of play the ball would immediately be put 
in play and a touchdown for the opponent 
could not be avoided. 

This seemed rather a severe penalty and 
it was determined that such a play should 
be ruled a safety instead of a touchdown 
for the opponents.

it possible for his brother to make the 
Handlan Park games exceptionally inter- 
esting because of the fame of some of the 
men who have entered. Moreover, J. F. 
English, another of the promoters, recently 
came to St. Louls from Queenstown, Ire- 
land, where he was himself an athlete in 
personal competition with O’Connor and 
Flanagan. 

Peter *O’Connor has just recently arrived 
in America. His coming is a matter of mo- 
ment in athletic circles, for the world has 
net known the equal of this young man in 
the matter of clearing ground in the run- 
ning jump. O'Connor is 6 feet 2 inches tall. 
He is 80 years old, and a mere wisp of a 
man, and his take-off is not only awkward 
and little promising, but, unlike that’ of 


every other broad jumper, is made with the 


left foot. 

O'Connor jumped into international prom- 
inence last year, when Alvin C. Kraenzlein 
was holding the record at 24 feet 4% inches. 
Close upon the heels of Kroenzlein’s great 
flight came word from Dublin that the lithe 
leaper down Wicklow way had jumped 24 
feet 9 inches. This was more than four 
inches better than Kraenzlein’s best, and 
Kraenzlein had established a new world’s 
record. So the report from Dublin not 


only aroused keen intenest in O’Connor, but 
directed thither an eagerness to know more 
about that jump. Not everything one hears 
is believed in athletics. Records, at least, 
are not a matter of hearsay. 

While the athletic world doubted, O’Con- 
nor kept on jumping. Fresh reports came of 
his marvelous leaps. It seemed he must be 
clearing pretty much all the hedges in 
Wicklow, and it surprised no one a whit 
when the cable finally thundered: 

“O'Connor, 25 feet!’’ 


And. a half inch to spare! This was at 
Maryboro, when “O’Connor rose from the 
take-off with a bird’s grace that enabled 
the outstanding crowd to see him high 
over their heads.’’ 

Nothing greater than this has since been 
claimed for O'Connor. He was given 24 feet 
11% inches at Kilkenny last July, and they 
measured him 24 feet 9 inches at Dublin 
last May. 

There are many Americans—and Euro- 
peans, for that matter—who do not believe 
O’Connor can outjump Kraenzlein, who has 
jumped in the United States and Europe 
and has not found an opponent more dan- 
gerous than Meyer Prinstein, who beats him 
once in awhile, but never when Kraenzlein 
is Kreensiein. As a matter of fact, St. 


td 


Louisans who go to Handlan’s Park and 
fee Kraenzlein may boast of having seen 
& young stalwart who is regarded, here 
and in Europe alike, as being the most re- 
markable athlete the world has produced 
since the inauguration of official records, 
if not, indeed, of all time before that. For 
Kraenzlein not only jumps. Thomas I. Lee, 
an international authority, calls him the 
athicte of the century—a man for whom 
there is no athletic sport at which he can- 
not win honors if he tries. Lee says of 
him: “He has beaten the fastest sprintets 
and quarter-milers, can do more than six 
feet in the high jump, is close to the front 
rank in weight throwing, has only one rival 
in all the world as a broad jumper, and is 
in a class all to himself as a hurdler. At 
Pennsylvania he could have had a place 
on the ‘varsity football team or seat in 
the ‘varsity crew, but his ability exceeded 
his time.’’ 

Kraenzlein ts of peculiar, irregular build, 
with long, thickly-muscled, ungainly legs, 
and a deep, broad chest. He is powerful 
all over. In a race or when- jumping, his 
efforts are so furious as to be almost pain-. 
ful to see, 

Up to the time when O’Connor made his 
astonishing leaps, 


world’s record for the broad jump at 24 feet 
4% inches. It is not generally admitted 
that he has been beaten, though this is 
likely, for O’Connor has done his jumping 
in a country which produces many fine 
athletes and where there is no faking. It is 
understood there is a difference in measure- 
ment in the two countries, which may ac- 
count for O’Connor’s lead over the Ameri- 
can, the American athletes scoring from the 
first touch of the heel -at the take-off, and 
the Irishmen beginning their measurement 
where the heel rests. It is easily apprecia- 
ble that there may be considerable ad- 


vantage to the Irish jumper in this, though : 


hardly a matter of eight inches. 

Kraenzlein has run 1% yards over the 
hurdles in 151-5 seconds, the world’s rec- 
ord. He has gone 220 yards over 30-inch 
hurdles in 233-6 seconds, another world’s 
record,-and 300 yards, over 30-inch hurdles, 
in 368-5 seconds, stfll another world’s rec- 
ord. 

There fs not another athlete who stands 
alone In his class so distinctively as John 
Flanagan. Flanagan’s- specialty is throw- 
ing the 16-pound hammer from a seven or 
a nine-foot . circle. 
circle he has thrown the. hammer 171 feet 
and 9 inches, and from the nine-foot circle 
158 feet 4% inches. Both of these are world's 
records. The seven-foot circle record was 
made at New York last Sunday. 

John Flanagan is perhaps the best known 
of all the giants of the hammer and shot 
who have been upon the International fields 
in the last 20 years. Flanagan came to New 
York from Ireland. He is not so much a 
giant in stature as in prowéas, albeit he is 
a heavily-built fellow, with ponderous 
thighs, a great neck, shoulders like Ajax 
and the strength of two strong men within 
him. He {s known in Ireland, England, on 
the Continent and in all the East. Not until 
now has he consented to appear in the 
West. He leads to St. Louis_the group of 
champions whom it shall be St. Louis’ good 
fortaine to see. 

Charles Henneman its chief of police at 
Keokuk, Io. He is no Greék, but for all 
that he is the world’s champion at the 
Greek game of throwing the discus. Mr. 
Henneman must therefore be recognized as 
an athlete of international fame. He holds 
the world’s record for throwing the 4%- 
pound discus from a seven-foot circle—1i8 
feet 9 inches. 

James Gill is to Canada what A. OC. 
Kraenziein is to the United States. He ia. 
its all-around champion. He is one of the 
finest sprinters upon this side of the At- 
lantic, 

John O'Rourke is the champion shot-put- 
ter of Canada. He has held the Canadian 
championship a number of years, and, 
though not @ world’s champion, as are 
-O’Connor, Planagan, Kraenziein and Hen- 
neman, he is a great athlete and a man of

They have never gone hungry or bare- 
foot, their father says, proudly, and they 
never will. They do not consider themselves. 
poverty-stricken, and Mr. Charland would 
not take aid from the city under any con- 
sideration. 


Boys grow up all the stronger, he says, 
for not being pampered.’ And as their moth- 
er is too sensible to worry, and as he him- 
self has a good conscience and a good di- 
gestion, there is never a financial cloud on 
the horizon of the family happiness. 

The chronicles of the Charland family are 


simple enough. Joseph Charland was born 
in New Brunswick, and his wife came to 
this country from Ireland when ‘she was 
but 3 years old. They were married in Wis- 
consin and moved to Minneapolis in 1883.

pheric electrical mensurations; but this 
tent remained unused. It was more espe- 
clally intended to serve during the coldest 
part of the winter. In the month of Oc- 
tober two of the members. of the expedi- 
tion, namely LIieut. La Cour and Count 
Moltke, Nved In a tent erected in a recess at 
the top of Lulur, a mountain about 1200 
meters high in the neighborhood of Ak- 
ureyri. 

The apex of the mount tis shaped like a 
very sharp pointed cone, which presents the 
‘dvantage of placing the station under con- 
ditions approximately similar to those of a 
Station at the same altitude in open alr, 
a state of things which could not by any 
means be realized on the table lands, the 
height of which, moreover, was only half 
a8 great as that of Lulur. 

In the month of December a storm blew 
the tent from the table land. As the wind 
Swept upwards along the slope of the 
mountain, it reached the top with an as- 
cending movement, whereby the tent was 
not precisely capsized, but its parts were 
lifted in the air by the storm. Rags from 
the tent were found as far as 600 meters 
from the seat of the tent, and several 
other pleces blew stil] further off on an 
inaccessible slope of the mountain. This 
mishap proved to be a lucky one for the 
expedition. 

Experience had taught us that the top 
of Lulur afforded room for two observers. 
Accordingly Engineer Jantsen erectéd a 
litle shed on the peak of this mountain. 
This hut was sunk into the snow of the 
mountain to protect it from the storm 
and also to gain heat, for a house placed 
on the top of Lulur, exposed to every blast 
that blows, would be anh uninhabitable 
piaee. 

OWing to the: impossibility of carrying 
big tliinber up to the top of Lulur, the shed 
was Re Sel many ill pleces, for the 

1s mn tot Ww ‘some 90 hors 
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expedition, Mr. Jantsen and Count Moltke, 
had their quarters in this shed for a total 
of 25 days. During their sojourn the ob- 
servers remained, however, in this lonely 
place in a comparatively lively connection 
with the world below them. 

Communication took place not only oOp- 
tically by means of Prof. La Cour’s spec- 
tro-telegraph, but Finlanders accustomed 
to mountain climbing frequently brought 
the mail up to the top of Lulur, when the 
weather and the condition of the ways did 
not interfere too severely. 

The top of the mountain was often en- 
shrouded with clouds, while the sky was 
cloudless above the chief station. But even 
when the sky was blue the observations on 
Lulur were often prevented by snowdrifts, 
originating in the currents of air which 
swept upwards along the sides of the 
mountain, the top of which, seen from the 
lowlands, appeared under such conditions 
like a volcano, emitting heavy masses of 
smoke. 

Regarding the results of the expedition, 
we shall in the first place mention the an- 
alytical investigations into the aurora bo- 
realis, all of which were made by Mr. La 
Cour. The expedition succeeded in photo- 
graphing 22 of the lines of the auroral 
specter, and among these sixteen are new; 
nine of the new lines are in the ultra-vio- 
let region of the specter, something hither- 
to unattained. 

The photographing of the auroral specter 
is a very difficult operation. It is possible, 
by exposing the plate to an auroral dis- 
play during a whole night, to obtain a few 
strong lines, but the weaker lines require 
to be exposed during many nights, as well 
as to strong auroral displays. 

Though a single night may have shown 
&® powerful aurora, many weeks may elapse 
before an equal one will appear. Should 
the weather conditions be favorable and 
the aurora reappear, the moonlight may 
interfere with photographing. The aurora! 
displays are often gery uncertain, and thé 


greater their intensity the quicker their}

to bad weather and want of auroral dis~- 
plays, had received sufficient Night to reveal 
the photographic image of the specter. 

The examinations of the electrical con- 
ditions of the air were divided into two 
parts, the one concerning the tensional con- 
dition of the atmospheric electricity and 
the other the conducting power of the air 
for electricity. 


The first researches gave experimental 
evidence, both at the main station and at 
the top of the mountain, that the electrical 
tension of the air under favorable atmos- 
pheric conditions, showed regularity in its 
daily course; for the tension rises from 
about 3 to 4 o'clock in the morning, and 
reaches a maximum about noon; thereafter 
it goee down and falls very low during the 
night. This daily course of the atmospheric 
electricity is different from that which gen- 
erally takes place under lower latitudes, 
When the weather was greatly favorable 
and the daily course plainly toned, the 
experiment at Lulur showed certain pe 
culiar positive perturbations from the 
strong auroras, when these arose at about 
the zenith. Yet, circumstances allowed but 
few observations in that line. 


The investigations into the conductive 
power of the air for electricity were also 
successful in ascertaining that the air gen- 
erally conducted the negative electricity 
better than the positive. 

Thus the field of our Knowledge about 
the auroral specter has been enlarged into 
the ultra-violet part and several of the 
weaker portions of the specter were photo- 
graphed with far greater sharpness than 


had ever before been gained. Owing to nis 
weakness of the display and the severity 
of the cold, a factor greatly detrimental to 
the sensitiveness of the photographic plate, 
it was necessary to keep the apparatus in 
open air during two and a half months. 
Another side of the observations comprised 
the measurement of the height at which 
the aurora stood above the surface of the 
earth. 

The quick auroras stood highest while the 
very unsteady ones stood lowest; yet, no 
aurora was observed at less than 70 MM. 
above the surface of the earth. 

Count Moltke has brought home from this 
expedition some unique oil paintings of the 
auroral displays, which are very valuable 
as well as interesting. Besides, the reg- 
ular observations of clouds, very interest- 
ing observations were taken also of what 
has been termed “‘Mother of Pearl Clouds,’ 
which were observed twice during the ex- 


pedition. 

Both times the observation of such clouds 
took place during the noon times. The 
spectroscopes revealed nothing noteworthy 
about them; yet, had such clouds been self 
luminous, the strong daylight would likely 
have prevented the expedition from seeing 
the actual specter of these clouds. 


To scientifically explain the work of the 
expeditions would be impossible, except in 
book form or by a series of lectures, but it 
is sufficient after the foregoing details to 
state that the facts gathered by measure- 
ments and photographs have put science 
on the track of wonderful discoveries con- 
cerning the aurora borealis, a phenomenon 
about which the world in general as yet 
knows very little, the expedition of Lulur 
having made valuable discoveries concern- 
ing the ultra violet part of the specter, 
which has for centuries puzzled scientists 
all over the world.

CURIOUS CRYPT’ HAS BEEN DISCOVERED IN MEXICO. 


VERY interesting and curious cruci- 
A form crypt has been discovered near 
Mitla. in Mexico. It lies near the 
foot of the Guiaroco Hill and is constructed 
of immense blocks of stone, which were 
originally quarried and brought down from 
the adjacent mountain. Many similar 
blocks are scattered hear the crypt, and 
are regardéd as an evidence that it was 
never. completed. The stones in the in- 
terlor of the building are covered with 
arabesques and with mosaics, which are

Is Santos Dumont, with his dirigible bal- 
loon, nearer a solution today than was Leo- 
nardo da Vinci, with his imitation bird 
wings in 1452? 

Periodically it {s announced that some 
‘Inventor or other has finally eettled the 
aerial problem by creating a safe and man- 
ageable flying machine or airship. It al- 
ways happens, however—ds recently with 
Suntos Dumont—that some accident brings 
the experiment to an untimely end. This is 
the second time that Santos Dumont’s air- 
thip has collapsed. His first balloon, built 
fin 1896, went to pleces in a similar manner 
to the last.

OR untold centuries Beacon Rock, or, 
fF as it is more familiarly called, Castle 
Rock, situated about 30 miles from 
Portland, has reared aloft its rugged con- 
tour, defying all ‘but the bravest to scale 
its scarred and precipitous sides.

Industrial Farm, near Dureka, Mo., 
bas closed these first days of _sptember, 
This interesting farm is 27 miles from 
Bt. Louis. It is a place where St. Louls 
boys and girls from the tenement dis- 
tricts are given two weeks of farm life and 
farm air and healthful living at the ex- 
pense of generous folk of the city. 
More than 700 children tasted of the joys 
of the farm this year. Their keep and 
travel to and fro cost $3000, but so much 
good air and wholesome food, recreation 
and proper contro] must surely have been 
worth even more than it cost. 
Superintendent A. R. Verdier has given 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch a number of 
photographs taken at the farm this year, 
They show what has been going on thera 
And it is a good deal, for during its two 
months of operation the Children’s Indus- 
trial Farm is a busy placa 
The children who have gone out there 
have ranged from 6 to 12 years of age, ll 
years being the maximum age for boys. 


They have been selectel from the over 
populated districts by officers of the Provi- 
dent Association and other organizations 
engaged in a similar work They have 
been about half boys and half giris. The 
cost of taking them out to the farm, 
keeping them there a week and then re- 
turning them to thelr homes has been 
about & for each child. 

This has been the fourth year of the In- 
dustrial Farm. Each year has been bet- 
ter than the last, and this one has been 
better than all the rest. It has seen 
more children at the farm and a better 
management of them. Four years have 


experienced the management. They have 
taught the men and women in charge 
something about boys and girls. 

The plan of discipline on the farm is that 
which has been found the best. There has 
been no whipping. Rebellious boys have 
been denied the privilege of the daily swim 
when they have given offense, and it has 
proven penalty enough, for the swimming 
hole has been great fun for the boys. Boys 
who have had to swear have had their 
mouths washed with soap, a very old, but 
excellent, remedy. 

Each day there has been posted early 
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@ bulletin of the works and plays for that 
day. There have been squads of woexkers, 
both boys and girls. There is stock on 
the farm, and some of the boys each day 
looked to its feeding. The girls washed 
dishes, and other boys and girls had as- 
signed to them all the other little odds 
and ends of work which children can do 
about a house and farm. 

The children were taken out fn parties 
of 100 at a time. With each group went 
2 men and women who had volunteered to 
assist in looking after the children during 
the two weeks. Life the children, these 
assistants have come and gone through the 
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summer, the farm opening when the ety 
schools closed in early summer, ané4é closing 
when the schools reopened last week, 

From this time until the children ge eud 
again next June, the farm will be like those 
around it. Employes of the Children’s Ine 
dustrial Farm Association will reside there 
and take care of the place and its prop- 
erties. They will plant the crops for the 
next year’s feasting, and when summer 
comes again there will be milk and honey 
in plenty for the hundreds of St. Louis 
children who would not enjoy these things 
were ‘it not for the industrial farm and 
places of its kind.

4 i industry is taking up the problem as 
to how the gorgeous autumnal follage 
recejves its variegated color. Would you 
believe it that this has hitherto been one of 
Nature's closely guarded secrets? Albert F. 
Woods, the lately appointed pathologist and 
physiologist of the bureau, thus describes 
his novel hes into the mysteries of 
autumn tints. In the course of his’ work 
he has to preserve leaves of many species 


to filustrate various phases of plant dis- 
ease.

O best preserve autumn leaves, the 
gatherer should immediately lay them 
flat between two sheets of new biot- 

ting paper, spread upon a table top and 
covered over by a stack of heavy books. It 
is essential that all moisture should be 
pressed out of them. By this simple pro- 
oées they should be dry within three or four 
hours. So treated they wil) retain their 
beautiful colors for years, provided they 
are not exposed to the direct glare of Old 
Bol. If not thoroughly deprived of their nor- 
mally large percentage of water, they will 
goon assume a dirty brown tint. Few of us 
* Pealize that the weight of green leaves is 
@ue almost entirely to their water content. 
If, for example, we put a hundred pounds 
of lettuce leaves in a press and thus 
Squeeze all of the moisture out, we obtain 
8 pounds of water and have only two 
pounds of green vegetable matter left. 

Experiments with a new photographing 
process, by which you may readily make 
your own X-ray prints, showing the shad- 
ings of beautiful varicolored leaves, have 
been recently commenced. A similar print- 
fing frame, a sheet of ordinary photograph 
paper, the leaf itself—to be used as the film 
“and the bright sunshine are all the tools 
or apparatus needed.

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HOW LEAVES ARE COLORED IN AUTUMN.

as it really appears. Fresh green leaves 
with rich colors give the same prints if 
allowed to remain longer in the sunlight. 
If the fresh leaf be soaked in alcohol until 
its green color disappears, and is later 
given a bath in a water solution of iodine 
its starch grains will turn blue. When 
dried it will then appear translucent and 
print more beautiful pictures than the green 
leaf. After printing and toning the photo- 
graphic paper may be rubbed upon its back 
with a piece of raw cotton, wet with spir- 
its of turpentine. This treatment will make 
the paper translucent. It may then be used 
as a negative, giving the positive of the 
original leaf. 

In a dark room «4 sensitive photographic 
plate may be substituted for the paper in 
the printing frame. When put out in the 
sun the leaf will print a negative upon the 
plate. When properly toned and fixed the 
latter will then print positive pictures of 
the leaf. Some beautiful autumn leaf prints, 
in shaded silhouettes, are obtained by these 
simple and interesting processes. 

To best demonstrate the anatomy of the 
autumn leaf to a class of children place 
inside a large, flat sack sufficient potatoes 
to lie four or five lavers deep when the sack 
lay fat upon @ table top.

This food, like 
the contents of potatoes, consists almost 
entirely of sugar and starch. 

The color of a leaf is furnished by minute 
grains of pigment within its cells. In this 
season, when the leaves are beginning to 
turn, the color pigment is changing. Green, 
characteristic of nearly al] vegetable life, 
is very complex in its composition. It is 
not produced in plant life without the aid 
of sunlight. What we see in the fresh leaf 
is not a simple green, but a combination of 
many color pigments, which when mixed 
a Ov ipa egy: green.

Reddish coloring matter is usually, 
in quid form, within the sap contained by 
the leaf cells. Yellow, another normal color

To better explain the leaf cell exhibit @ 
very thin rubber ball, filled with the white 
of an egg, mixed with water. Add to this 
liquid sufficient red dye to dissolve and 
color the entire solution. Add also paris 
green, whose minute grains will not dis- 
solve. Yellow grains of some powdered 
substance, likewise insoluble, mingle with 
the green. The rubber ball itself will be 
brown, corresponding to the normal color 
of the leaf cell's walls. Holding the ball up 
to the light the combination of colors in its 
texture and interior substance will be the 
green tint of plant life. 

To demonstrate the autumnal changes in 
leaf tints spread upon a table hundreds 
of green beads, interspersed with others 
of brown, yellow and red color. Then take 
out all of one color, then all of another, 
and so on, the general shade or tint of the 
entire mass undergoing a change all the 
while. Just so in the autumn leaf—when 
any of its elementary colors disappear the 
general effect of those remaining, clustered 
in any particular area, is altered. 

If an autumn leaf turns entirely red this 
tinting is due to the fact that only its red 
pigment is left. Ig it is yellow all of the 
other coloring has been destroyed, except 
the minute yellow grains. If the leaf turns 
to brown it can be safely diagnosed as 
dead. All living tints have disappeared, 
leaving only the }rown walls of the cells. 
The brown leaf is a dingy ruin, within 
which every spark of life has been extin- 
guished. 

There has long been a controversy as to 
the cause of the autumn leaf's coloration. 
Some botanists have attributed it to frosts. 
We are finding that light frosts, not suffi- 
clent to kill leaves, greatly facilitate their 
coloration by causing an increase within 
them of ‘normal chemical ferment, which 
attacks the color compounds or color gen- 
erators in the cells. We are finding that 
the oxidation of these color compounds by 
this ferment causes the various shades of 
color, especially the purples, oranges, eto. 
The yellows are normally present in the 
leaf. 

Autumn leaves containing sugar—such as 
the maples, sumacs, gums, etc.—easily oxi- 


dize, and thus form the rich reds, purples 
and violets so beautiful to the eye. That is 
why these, especially the hard maples, give 
the most beautiful autumn leaves. Autum- 
nal oak leaves do not attract admiration be- 
cause they contain much tannin. The oxida- 
tion color of tannic acid is dirty brown. 
Leaves which die quickly never give au- 
tumnal colors. 

The most gorgeous autumn leaves are 
produced by a@ long-drawn-out fall, whose 
days gradually cool from summer heat to 
winter snow. But if the frost should come 
early and the weather should be uneven this 
fall, we need not anticipate the true au- 
tumnal splendors. A heavy, sudden and 
early frost would kill all leaves alike and 
turn them to a monotonous brown. 

Crimson and scarlet autumn leaves, the 
most beautiful of all, are more abundant 
in the cooler portions of our country than 
elsewhere ig the world. 

European landscape gardeners are covet- 
ing the luxuriance of our autumnal foliage, 
and are endeavoring to transplant cuttings 
of our most varicolored trees in their own 
soil. But thus far those trees which pro- 
duce the rich pufples, crimsons and scar- 
lets have firmly maintained a patriotic de- 
termination to beautify only the landscape 
of their native clime.

VERYTHING in Porto Rico seems to 
be exceedingly small, except the fam- 

ilies. I thought I had seen large 
families in small houses in Tennessee, but 
I never saw so many people in so small 
a space as I have seen here. 

One of my, Ifttle pupils is the youngest 
of a family of 22 children. Our kitchen 
windows look out upon a straw thatched 
shack of two small rooms that shelters 
five adults and four children. There is an- 
other tiny shack below us, about &sxI15 
feet, divided into three rooms, where a 
father and mother, with their two or three 
small children, live and carry on a thriv- 
ing business. The front room serves as @& 
fruit stall, and I have often seen the wom- 
en frying fritters on a little charcoal stove 
and selling them at the back door. ° 

It is marvellous to see the amount of 
work that can be done in such small quar- 
ters and under such disadvantages. The 
meals seem to be served to one member of 
the family at a time, on a box or in the 
hands.

In- 
consistencies of all sorts, anything 
which would attract the attention of 
an alert clerk. or arouse suspicion 
and ‘call for verification, is immedl- 
‘ately detected by the tabulator and is 
temporarily rejected. Thus, if it is re- 
corded that the occupation of a man is 
millinery or that of a woman blacksmith- 
ing, or that a person has lived 10 years in 
the United States and can not speak En- 
glish, the cards are rejected for verifica- 
tion. In some cases it is found that a mis- 
take has been made in copying the record, 
and in others the facts are discovered to 
be true; and the cases are put aside for 
classification by themselves. 


It should be stated that, in detecting and 
cha:ilenging these inconsistencies, the ma- 
chine does not use its own Judgment. Like 
a good clerk, it does as it is told. The 
brains of the machine—so to speak—are at 
the back, and the man who understands its 
mechanism takes off the backboard and 
makes certain electrical connections. He 
can so connect it that a card will be re- 
celyed and counted which reads that the 
citizen is naturalized, though a resident of 
this country for only four years. Bo it 
might be so connected as to approve of 
ecards which tell of i6-year-old mothers, 
men milliners and female wheelwrights. By 
making the electrical connections there are 
established certain fixed ideas—if such an 
expression may be used of a machine— 
and the machine acts in accordance with 
those ideas. Certajn groups of facts, when 
presented to the machine in the form of 
perforators in a card, permit the harmo- 
nious working of the machinery. The ab- 


on the card, and the result is a lack of 
harmony—a lack of approval—rejection. 


While the details of this complicated 
piece of mechanism would hardly be un- 
derstood by a person not having a tech- 
nical education, the principle is not hard 
to comprehend. Over the card, when it 
is inserted In the machine, is a brush of 
needies. Each needle is adjusted to @ 
light spring, so when the point meets any 
resistance the needle will give way and 
not puncture the card. When the handle 
is depressed all the needle points come 
down upon the card, and wherever there 
is a hole punched they go through. 
Wherever they go through a hole they 
extend into a cup of mercury and com- 
plete an electric connection. That is all 
there is to it. When the connection is 
completed, an adding machine—on the 
principle of the cash register—is operated. 
The needles are the machine's eyes. They 
do, in a mechanical way, wnat the human 
clerk does with the eye. They pick ont 
from the card facts desired; the electric 
connections are completed and the acding 
machine makes the tally. This is repeated 
for every card put through the machine. 
All the operator has to do is to feed them 
in and pump the handle up and down. In 
a short time, it is predicted, even this 
part of the operation (the pumping part) 
will be performed by mechanism propelled 
by electricity or steam. Then it will only 
be necessary to “‘set’’ the apparatus—that 
is, to wire it up—for the combination of 
facts desired and dump the cards into a 
hopper to be fed through like corn ja a 
mill. When this is accomplished the bav- 
ing in time and expense and the increase 
in the volume of labor which may be ac- 
complished will be enormous. 

Herman Hollerith, the inventor of the 
machine, had a curious experience in his 
effort to perfect his invention by adding 
a feed apparatus of the kind mentioned. 
He worried on the probiem ail last summer, 
incidentally spent $10,000, and thought he 
had accomplish 4 bis purpose. The feed 
worked perfeci:.y. He gave it all kinds 
of tests; and still there was no failure. The 
months went by and the winter came, ahd 
with it came a test upon which he had 
not counted. “Static electricity’’ undid @ll 
his labors. In the cool, dry air of winter 
there is more electricity lying about loose 
than in the warm, damp summer. Every 
one has noticed it when combing the hair 
or walking on a brussels carpet. Friction 
causes it to collect, and when it collects

in all the different ways and to count 
all these combinations—has presented a 
task of herculean proportions. This tis 
what is now done by machinery. The force 
at work in Washington, the hundreds of 
“‘punchers,”’ ag they are called, have real- 
ly learned a new language. For all the 
information which has been gathered by 
the census takers there are arbitrary sym- 
bols; each fact may be expressed by fig- 
ures or ietters. The puncher has a card on 
which are figures and symbols in different 
columns, and the clerk ‘will instantaneously 
translate the information on the schedule 
into the figure lauguage and “punch out 
those figures in the card. Thus, No. 34 
punched in a card means that the farm 
represented by the card grows gooseber- 
ries; that the quantity of gooseberries has 
been reported in denominatioris of quarts. 
Certain other figurea added indicate the 
number of quarts. 


Every person is represented by a card. 
Therefore, there are 76,803.887 cards rep- 
resenting people; ¢ach contains all the 
government wants to know about that 
particular individual. Then every farm 
in the United States is represented by @ 
card, which oontains, in the hole sym- 
bols, the complete story of the farm~—its 
value, its area, whether owned or rented, 
the value of the implements, the value 
of the buildings, the value of the prod- 
ucts, the value of the products fed to 
stock, the amonut of fertilizer used and 
the amount paid to labor in working the 
farm. There are something like 7,000, 000 
of these cards. Then, for 6very farm 
there are about 2 other cards, each rep- 
resenting one of its crops, and containing 
& vast amount of information as to ‘ts 
quantity, value and manner of raising. 
So, altogether, there are over 200,000,000 
ron iy answering several billion ques- 

ons. 


Every time the cards are put through 
the machine some new detail ts brought 
to view; and when the work has been 
completed the published volumes will pre- 
sent a complete picture of the numerical 
and industrial condition of the country.

What is the secret of the tortoise’s long 
life? 

First of all, the tortoise does not think. 

It expends almost no nervous energy. 

For six months every year it exists in a 
state of suspended animation. 

It takes practically no exercise. 

It eats slowly. 

It is a vegetarian. 

The tortoise cultivates a temperament se- 
rene and docile. 

It never quarrels with powerful enemies, 
but simply retires into its shell and waits 
calmly for the storm to blow over. 

Above all, the giant tortoise lives to a 
wonderful age because it matures slowly. 
At 50 it has not more than attained its full 
sise, The large Galapagos tortoises are the 
only living descendants in direct line from 
the dinosaurus of the reptilian age. In that 
time length of life probably bore some re- 
lation to the size of the hideous beasts 
that half crawled, half walked, upon the 
earth. Five hundred years was perhaps not 
@ remarkably extended life when the tor- 
toise’s forebears flourished and ruled the 
l ; 

Owing to the fact that they live longer 
than any other animals, and that they are 
the only representatives today of a reptile 
race that flourished millions of years ago, 
the giant tortoises are much prized by nat- 
uralists. They are found now only upon @ 
few unimportant islands. 

“Buster,” the Bronx Zoo specimen, was 


200-YEAR-OLD TORTOISE 


“Buster,” the oldest, and one of the lar- 
gest tortoises ever seen, is worth $60, 

The Galapagos [Islands are 730 miles west 
of the coast of Ecuador, South America, 
The old tortoise did not have an enjoyable 
trip from hia home to the vessel, nor was 
the voyage to San Francisco an easy one 
And yet, within 3 minutes after he was 
set down in the zoo park, he contentedly 
munched a heap of lettuce and gave no 
sign that a journey of thousands of miles 
had tired him. 


When discovered by the searching party 
the tortoise was sipping water in one of 
the basins in the crater of an extinct vol- 
cano. He might have been there fifty or a 
hundred years. The long sides of the cra- 
ter were steep and overgrown with vege 
taion. Some day, years before, the tortoise 
had probably slipped down there and had 
never cared to spend the energy to crawl 
out, | 


“Buster” was strapped to a stretcher im- 
provised of poles and boards. It took 4 
men 12 days to lift him from the crater 
and carry him to the coast. 

In appearance the giant tortoise at the 
zoo is like a large specimen of the ordinary 
land turtle. It weighs 310 pounds. The 
length of its shell, on curve, is 4 feet 3 
inches; width, 4 feet 7% inches; height, 20 
inches, 


It supports the weight of an ordinary 
man easily and walks with him standing 
on its shell. Only when the creature ¢x- 
tends its small head on its slender snake- 
like neck does it show its near relationship 
to the extinct dinosaur.

At the 
end of 9000 years it would have produced 
heat enough te’raise the temperature of one 
gram of water 1 degree centigrade. 

Should radium ever be separated from its 
compounds it would revolutionize the light- 
ing of the universe. New York City’s 
lighting system once installed with 
radium lights could be run forever a; the 
cost of the original plant. 

Radium is found in pitch biende and 
gold ores. Down in the deepest mine, where 
@ ray of sunshine has not penetrated for 
ten million years, a bit of radium continues 
to sive out its strange light. It may be 
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ABLE OF METALS 


and its radio-activity will continue. 

No other substance in the world shines 
by its own light. Phosphorescent bodies 
store up sunshine and then give it off 
gradually in minute quanities. The supply 
is soon exhausted if the phosphorescent 
body ts shut away from the sun rays. 
The firebug comes nearer to being an 
independent light plant It derives its 
phosphorescent properties from its foods. 
This, however, in the last analyisis, is de- 
rived from the sunlight. 

The various apparatus employed in the 
Columbia Untversity laboratory in experi- 
ments with radium are among the most 
delicate instruments in scientific use. 

The most interesting machine is the one 
which Prof. Pegram has mc asured the ener- 
gy of the light given off by radium.

The instrument consists of two small 
discs of mica suspended by spun glass 
threads from the two ends of a glass beam. 
The glass beam is adjusted to move on @ 
pivot. Both discs of mica are covered 
with lampblack. One is protected from 
light, the other is exposed. The whole 
apparatus is enclosed in a vacuum. Inside 
— vacuum is placed a little bit of radium 
salt. 


The radium gives out its light, and the 
heat which it generates causes an expan- 
sion of the alr in front of the exposed 
dise.~ A vacum of course, holds the small- 
est imaginable amout of air. Radium pro- 
duces an infinitesimal amount of heat. Yet 
so nicely does the machine work that its 
deffection can be measured, thus giving 
the amount of heat in radium light. 

Only one firm of chemists tn New York 
City manufacture radium. They usually 
keep four or five vialg of the salt on hand, 
The vials are about one inch long, as dig 
as @ leadpencil and each is about one- 
sixth filled. The radium salt in these bot- 
tles is worth 8 a gram. It is white 
and faintly luminous. 

Hold a particle of the salt before the 
eyes and an impression of light Is received.

The New York firm obtains its radium 
from the ‘“‘tailings’’ of western gold ore. 
The gold is extracted, and the refuse con- 
tains a good dead of uranium.

Radium is found in largest quantities 
so far in pitch blende, which is an oxide 
of uranium. Mme. Curtle, the French wo- 
man physicist, is the only experimenter 
so far to separate radium absolutely from 
its compounds. She discovered the process 
two years ago. 

The first scientist to discover the sub- 
stance without getting it In free quantities 
was Prof. Henri Becquerel of Paris in 
1896.

RINCE NICHOUAS of Greece, King

ITTLE accidents sometimes prove 
more momentous than big ones,. and 
Many a person has been severely in- 

jured simply by falling off a seat, or by 

tumbling down when running. 

The birds of the air meet with similar 
little acciderits, which scmetimes hurt them 
more than the shot from the hunter’s gun. 

The birds that run along the seashore to 
pick up a living are sometimes punished 
for their inquisitiveness. A dunlin once 
picked at the lip of a clam whose shell was 
half open. The clam instantly closed with 
@ snap and held the bird a prisoner by the 
bill until the tide came up and drowned. it. 
No amount of fluttering could break the 
grip of the clam, and the poor little dunlin 
had to suffer the fate of the unwary. 

Another case of a. obird's being killed 
while eating is that of a small chaffinch, 
which had cauclit its lower mandible tn an 
@corn so deenly that it could not be pulled 
out. The bird must have fought desper- 
ately for its life, but its body was found by 
a@ tree, dead from starvation. Another bird 
was caught in a similar way by a chest- 
nut, and it would have met the same fate 
head not the kind hand of a human friend 
pulled the nut off. 

A @emall snipe was found with its toes im- 
Brisoned near a salt marsh where it had 
been feeding. It*had evidently stepped on

oyster, feeling the intruder, immediately 
closed its #hell and held the snipe a help- 
jess prisoner. 

Many birds are choked to death by try- 
fing to swallow more than they are capable 
ef. Hunters tell many tales of how they 
have found birds in the act of choking to 
Geath, and others that have died with the 
morsel half way down the throat. Birds 
that Iive on other creatures are the most 
Iikely to be choked in swallowing their 
food. They cannot always judge the size 
of the toad or fish they capture, and in the 
greed of the moment they gulp it down.

large for their throats, and while they gen- 
erally disgorge their meal, they ooccagion- 
ally get caught and die from the effects of 
their greed. When one of them gets a fish 
too large for its thrcat stuck half way 
down it becomes helpless and unable to 
fiy, and it generally seeks some resting 
place, Herons have been known to impale 
hawks on their bills and the two have died 
together. 

When the hawk swoops down upon a 
heron it will often turn its bill to receive 
the enemy on the sharp point. Sometimes 
this action will make the hawk draw off 
from the attack, for it seems to realize 
the danger it is inviting. But when the 
two come together in this way it generally 
means death to both, Some of the most 
curious accidents happen to birds in bulld- 
ing their nests. 


A sparrow yas once found hung to a 
tree by a thread that it had been weaving 
into a nest. Ih some way the thread got 
wound round the bird’s neck and the lat- 
ter in fluttering to get away had choked 
itself to death. Another was killed by 
getting a piece of horse hair caught in its 
bill. The bill had been broken off at one 
time, and in the crack fne hair was caught. 
The bird had been unable to release itself, 
and had actually remsined a prisoner un- 
til it starved to death. 


Then birds that use string, hair and 
threads for neat building sometimes get 
their feet hopelessly tangled in the ma- 
terial, and later they tangle the threads 
in some tree or shrub, and tie themselves 
up. A bird was once found entangled in 
the hairs of a horse's tail, which it had 
been following in the field. It fluttered 
and made a great effort to escape, fright- 
ening the horse by its action. It was only 
when the owner of the horse came to its 
rescue that it was enabled to escape from

Standing at the foot of the tree, I had a 
good view of the nest.

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Mississippi River Islands Saved Stockmen From Great Losses, 
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OR fifty mfles above St. Louis the is- 
lands anti bottom lands of the Missis- 
sippi and Illinois rivers are covered 

with live stock shipped from the surround- 

ing country to these green pastures to 
escape the blight of the great drouth. 

This movement began six weeks ago. 

Within a few weeks it became so general 

that at this time its result is a condition 

unique and not before known in the world’s 


greatest river valley. 
Ascending the river from St. Louls, the 


traveler finds great droves of stock along 
the mainland and island shores. The un- 
usual eize and number of these droves be- 
comes first apparent after passing the 
mouth of the Missouri river. On the west 
bank is Mobile Island, or the extreme end 
of the Missouri Point, whose waste lands, 
thickly wooded and willowed and abund- 
antly watered, are being used for pastures 
by many stock raisers around, some of 
the cattle there going up from the East 
St. Louls stock yards. 

But it is not until the mouth of the J* 
linois river is reached that the greater 
herds and pastures may .be found. For 
many miles up both the Mississippi and 
Illinois rivers from this point, thousands 


of cattle and norses nave been Grtven over~ 
land or taken by steamer to islands and 
waste strips of wood and willows along 
shore. A great many stockmen escaped in 
this wise the low prices which prevailed 
when so much stock was being rushed to 
market because there was nothing to feed 
it. 

These bottomland pastures are not rich In 
succulent grasses. They have no blue grass 
nor wild timothy. There is no volunteer 
clover. But they have a tough grass that 
is better than none. It fs nourished by the 
river and green even now despite the 
drouth. For water there are the rivers. 

But it Is not the grass that has caused 
sO many stockmen to take their stock 
into these places, centering within a hun- 
dred mile circle more stock than was 
ever. before seen along a river. 

There are better foods than the grass. 
They are the sweet leaves and t er 
branches of the privet and scrub oak, the 
elm, and pecan and the bottomland maple. 
Vegetation is rank and abundant here, for 
these shady woods, dependent upon no 
cloud for their drink, are proof against 
drouth. Covering the ground under the 
larger trees, are the volunteers from the 
seed. The growing paw-paw has great, 
luscious leaves for the stock. The ash 


and linden and cottonwood, the walnut, 
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hickory, overcup, white and chinquapin 
oak, the walnut and sycamore, birch and 
bass—they are all here in profusion, @ 
feast for stock which, while it is not 
the sweet grass of the uplands, nor the 
honeyed clover of prairies, is still some- 
thing and sweet upon which cattle and 
horses may chew and wax fat. 


Two hundred cattle were taken from Ma- 
coupin County by rail and steamer to 
Twelve Mile Island, on the Illinos river, a 
month ago. They were freighted 80 miles 
to these bottomland pastures. Other herds 
have gone as far, some doubtless farther. 
Some of the islands over on the Mississipp! 
between Grafton and Hannibal have been 
eaten out by big herds of cattle which are 
moved from place to place. On others 
of the islands woodsmen have worked with 
axes and dropped the tree branches which 
were just out of reach. Big droves of stock 
have been fattened upon shrubs alone.

patch watched a big herd of horses and 
cattle feeding through the woods at Twelve 
Mile Island a week ago. It was interesting 
and surprising to eee what they ata The 
horses did less shrub eating than the cat- 
tle, confining themselves, where it was 
possible, to the grass. In the long lakes 
and sloughs interlacing these Illinot# river 
woods there is even now an abundance of 
green grass where the stock has not en- 
tirely browsed it off. The lakes are dry, 
but the grass seems to have moisture 
enough. These lake beds are favorite 
feedings grounds for the horses. 

The cattle eat almost everything that 
grows In the wood. They feast upon leaves 
and tender twigs of all the young trees. 
They. bury themselves in the arbors of 
labyrinthal fox grape, and greedily munch 
the leaves.

It was in Kytka’s laboratory that the 

process of tele-photography was evolved, 

and hundreds of scientists set aside their 
oxperiments and began on something else. 

Another mystery had been solved, and the 

entire civilized world was forced into dis- 

Here also 
was micro-photography, the art of re- 
ducing large writings and printings to 
miniature photographs and making the 
finest and almost invisible objects so pro- 
nounced that they could be seen plainly 
with the aid of an ordinary microscope. 


the famous and contested wills of the late 
James G. Fair, the signatures of Alfred 
Fuller, the famous $22,000 forged check, ac- 
complished by Carl Becker, the ‘“‘King of 
Forgers,’’ and upon which check the Crock- 
er-Woolworth Bank of San Francisco paid 
the money, as well as numerous other 
forged writings. : 

The Becker check, however, was the mos 
wonderful piece of work ever turned out 
in the world, and Kytka was entitled to 
all the credit that he received.

Kytka, 
however, photographed the check, and when 
the negative was completed the imprint of 
the “‘elve’’ was plainly noticeable. This was 
at the time regarded as one of the finest 
pleces of photography ever accomplished. 
Upon this photograph were Becker, Dean 
and Creegan arrested, and the prosecution 
based its entire case on the remarkable 
picture, Dean finally turned state's evidence 
and Becker and Creegan were sent to the 
penitentiary. Becker was immediately sent 
out with the gang to break rock, as it is 
the intention of the authorities to spoil the 
fineness of his penmanship by hardening 
his hands with labor. Becker is undoubted- 
ly the shrewdest forger that ever lived, and 
banks throughout the country were in con- 


stant fear of him when he was at liberty.

A Careful Business'Man with a Head for Detail and|

the International Yacht Trophy.

A plain maf 
fis Sir Thomas Lipton, to whom a loving 
cup is doubtless as gratifying as a title. He 
may be pardoned, therefore, for taking a 
fancy to other cups, and wishing to carry 
back with him the trophy which bears with 
it the title to the international yacht cham- 
pionship. 

This statement wus made by an intimate 
friend of Sir Thomas in a talk on the per- 
@onal eide of the grocery king, as he is 
known to him, in beginning which he re- 
marked: “He's a plain man.’’ And wher- 
@ver you see Sir Thomas Lipton, whether 
it le on the deck of his yacht, or playing 
golf at his country place in Southport, or 
in his private office in the big building in 
City Road—home of the coaster and the 
tram car—or at the wonderful cheap food 
Palace that his money gave to London's 
poor, that phrase, ‘‘He is a plain man,” de- 
Scribes him better than any other. , 

Aithough his reiterated intention of “‘lift- 
fing’’ the American trophy, his wealth and 
his practical philanthropy have brought 
him so prominently into the public eye, he 
fis retiring by disposition, and, although 
thousands of columns have been filled with 
descriptions of his deeds and his personal

King Philip's war. One portion of this res- 
ervation was 30 miles of water frontage, 10 
rods above high-water mark. There his 
people might fish undisturbed, and that 
Ninegret exercised wisdom and foresight 
in the selection of his reservation is appar- 
ent from the fact that the site is now oc- 
cupled by one of the largest and most fash- 
lonable summer resorts In the East. 

King Philip's war, so destructive to the 
Narragansetts, left the remaining few of 
the tribe homeless and destitute, and Nine- 
gret, seeing the distress of his kinsmen, al- 
lowed them to settle upon his land, Here, 
undisturbed, the remnant of Philip's peeple 
increased to such an extent that, in sheer 
self-defense, Ninegret was forced to invoke 
the ald of the state In removing them. Soon, 
however, Ninegret died, and his followers 
left the reservation. Thus the Narragan- 
setts, returning, took complete possession, 
and eventually sold the land. Still the de- 
scendants of Ninegret were the real claim- 
ants, and Mrs. Stanton, believing herseif 
to be the sole heir, communicated with the 
Rhode Island authorities, with the result 


that she was offered the sum of $100,000,000

Apply to the eyelashes with a tiny cam- 
el’s-hair paint brush, which should be 
passed lightly along the closed eyelids. 
Take care that no particle of the lotion 
touches the eye itself. 

lt is said that the growth of the eyelashes 
is greatly promoted by clipping them at 
regular {fitervals for a few months; also 
that a warm infusion of corn flowers will 
strengthen the eyelashes and make them 
grow long and silky. 

Take about 6 grams of corn flowers and 
let them stand in a quart of water about 
2 hours, then strain and distil over a slow 
fire. Bathe the eyes with the water.

Treatment for Bunions. 


MARTHA B.—If you refer only to @ 
swollen joint, get a bunion plaster from 
the drug store and nick it around the in- 
ner circle with a pair of scissors. Moisten 
and place over the bunion when you dress 
your feet in the morning. 

This will prevent the leather from com- 
ing in contact with the {njured joint and 
will also protect the bunion so that it will 
not inflame or ulcerate. 


Be sure to wear your shoe long enough, 
and do not make the mistake of supposing 
that a broad short shoe gives relief to the 
bunion. A little wedge of felt or absor- 
bent cotton will, if placed between the 
great and second toes, help to throw the 
foot into its normal position.

her distinguished guests, and has taken up 
her quarters by the seaside, among the 
mountains and at the country seats—every- 
where, in fact, where she is honored and 
petted.

A fashion in very good taste is to set up 
in a “salle verte’ in the park a: well-laid 
table around which the serious set can be 
comfortably seated, and partake of ices, 
custards, fruit, sandwiches and tea. Iced 
drinks are furnished in abundance, In an- 
other tent is a buffet for the young péople. 
It is decorated with gariands of flowers, 
and the young men and girls can stand and 
take. refreshments. 

For decorating these marquees ‘garlands 
of foliage falling in festoons from the 
edges of the canvas are particularly pleas- 
ing to the eye, and in the foliage flowers 
of all kinds of bright colors are struck. 

Sometimes there is a special buffet for 
American iced drinks, and another differ- 
ently decorated to satiefy “‘gourmandises 
Francaises."’ In these days of tropical heat 
the installation of electric fans in the 
shrubberies supplies a factitious but ex- 
quisitely refreshing breeze. Another idea, 
even more refreshing, is that of artificial 
dew on the lawns, formed of some scent. 
This perfumed spray cools the air in «a 
marvelous manner. 

These are refreshments that the eigh- 
teenth century would not have disavowed, 
but which were unknown to it for the best 
of all reasons. 

Dress must, of course, be in harmony 
with this style of reception; tollets of 
snowy lawn, hats tn graceful curves,. with 
superb tufts of feathers, and shoes with 
red or white heels would be in their proper 
place. among the flowering shrubberies; 
toilets of India muslin and printed mus- 
lings, capelines of Itallan straw, colored 


‘ shoes, a loose collar, and a slightly short- 


ened skirt are favorable to these rustic 
gatherings. But a woman of fashion in the 
twentieth century excels in the art of 
choosing what is sultable to the hour, the 
moment and the company. | 
The rage for fichus, Louls XIII collars, 
Vandyke collars, berthes, and medieval 
square neck-pleces of straight-edged ¢m- 
broidery continues unabated. They are worn 
with every kind of gown. At the smaller 
seaside places where 4@resses are not 
changed every hour (luckily for the hard- 
worked holiday makers such abodes of de- 
light are still to be found), low-necked 
blouses with wide open-necked collars and 
fichus are very much worn—a charming 
mode; too, for Frenchwomen generally have 
very pretty necks, and the atrocious- mode 
of binding up the neck high beneath the 
ears, which came from England years ago 
and seemed really to. want to stay, was 
anything but becoming to them.
